TWENTY-TWO STILL MISSING 


Purser Whitbeck Tells the 
Story at Victoria. 


Steamer’s Shaft Broke When Two 
3 Days Out at Sea. 


Driven Close to Starlight Reef 
by a Severe Gale. 


|SHE IS LEFT TO HER FATE. 


Attempts to Make the Small Islands 

Fails—The Skipper Gets His Lit- 
tle Craft Through Alpha Pas- 
sage—Others Probably Lost, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 
steamer Cleveland, Capt. Hall, was 
stranded in Barclay Sound, and three 
boats, containing twenty members of 
the crew and two passengers, are mis- 
sing. The captain, purser, chief engi- 
neer, one passenger, James Lathbury, 
and the boat’s crew reached Uclulet 
after spending the night in an open 
boat with a big storm raging. This is 
the story told -by purser Whitebeck, 
who arrived at Nanaimo at 3 o’clock 
this morning from Alberni and came 
to Victoria on the noon train. — 

The Cleveland is an iron steamer 
of 730 tons, owned by Charles Nelson 
of San Francisco, running between that 
city and Puget Sound. She left the 
Golden Gate on the 4th inst. for Seattle. 
She had been on the way two days and 
was well out to sea when, during a 
most severe gale, her shaft broke. Sails 
were then hoisted and an effort made 
to get to Cape Flattery. Heavy winds, 
however, drove her northward, and 
after being buffeted about by the 
storm for four days, being carried 
northward all the time and in toward 
Vancouver Island, she drifted into Bar- 
clay Sound on the night of December 
10 by the west entrance, and danger- 
ously close to Starlight Reef. 

There was a big sea running, and the 
wind was blowing great guns. Fearing 
that she would strike on the reef, and 
knowing that if she did there would 
be no hope for her, her officers decided 
to take to the boats. Four boats were 
lowered and they started out to seek 
a place of safety. An attempt was 
made to land on one of the small isl- 
ands, but it was unsuccessful, the wind 
making it impossible. Then they 
started for another island, and _ the 
captain’s boat made Alpha passage, in 
which a big surf was breaking. The 
captain signalled to the other boats to 
follow, but they failed to do so, and 
it is supposed that, being.unable to see 
the signals, they concluded she had 
been swamped. 

After that nothing was seen of the 
three boats. Capt. Hall landed his 
boat safely on the beach after going 
through Alpha passage, and spent the 
night there. Next morning his party 
made their way to Uclulet village, 
where they were cared for by John 
Markowits, a storekeeper. In the mean 
time the steamer had drifted into the 
sound, having miraculously missed 
striking many islands and reefs that 
lay in her passage. 

She finally went ashore at Anderson 
Camp, Lyall Point, on the northwest 
shore of Barclay Sound. As soon as 
she had been located, Capt. Hall again 
took charge, but he found that the In- 
dians had been there and looted the 
vessel. After waiting for some time 
for the other three boats, Capt. Hall 
decided to send the purser to Alberni 
to telegraph to Victoria for assistance. 
The purser started for Uclulet in a boat 
manned by two Indians, but did not 
get far before his canoe was capsized. 
By threats the purser induced the In- 
dians to take him back to Uclulet, 
where he secured a crew of white men 
to take him to Alberni.~-Arriving there 
he found the wires down, so he came 
on to Victoria. 

There is little doubt that the three 
boats containing the twenty members 
of the crew and two passengers have 
met with disaster. Two boxes of bis- 
cuits and a pillow, believed to have 
been in the boats, were picked up the 
next morning on the beach, one of 
the boxes at the entrance to Uclulet 
Arm, and the other further north. 

The vicinity where the Cleveland 
went ashore has a bad reputation 
among marine men, there being many 
dangerous reefs over which terrible 
surf breaks. Capt. Gaudin, agent of 
the Marine and Fisheries Depart- 
ment, says it is almost impossible for 
a boat to live in such a place. Capt. 
Hall’s good: fortune in making the 
Apha passage was all that saved him- 
self and companions. ‘

AFTERNOON ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO Dec. 15.—The 
Merchants’ Exchange received a 
ielegram this morning from Nanaimo, 
in which the captain of the missing 
steamer Cleveland says that his ves- 
sel has been wrecked on the coast 
of Vancouver Island. 

The steamer Cleveland left here for 
Seattle about ten days ago, and it is 
known that she encountered fierce 
gales. She carried a crew of thirty 
men and about twelve passengers. 
The Cleveland was a large iron 
steamer, and has had a series of mis- 
She is owned by Charles 
Nelson, and was commanded by Capt. 
C. F. Hall. It is supposed that the 
steamer’s machinery became disabled 
and that she was blown out of her 
course while under sail. 

The purser of the ship has arrived 
at Nanaimo, having gone across the 
island. He reports that twenty-two 
of the crew are missing. It is sup- 
posed that they took to the boats and 
were blown out to sea. —

Further details of the loss of the 
steamer Cleveland have been received 
by the owner, Charles Nelson. It ap- 
pears that the steamer broke down 
during a’ severe storm off the mouth 
of the Columbia River. Capt. Hall, 
her commander, made an effort to put 
into Puget Sound, but the force of the 
gale and the strength of the current 
were such that the vessel was practi- 
cally unmanageable. She finally ran 
ashore: in, Barclay Sound, about twelve

miles. south of Cape Beale, on Vancou- 
ver Island. e crew mere panic- 
stricken, and made. a rush for the 


boats, and despite the warning of 
Capt. Hall, who advised them to stick 
to the ship until she was beached, 
twenty-two of.the men Jaunched and 
manned the boats. None of the boats 
have as yet been heard from. 

Capt. Hail, Chief Engineer Hasser, 
Purser Whittbeck, three sailors, one 
fireman and a passenger remained on 
board the ship and reached the shore 
through the surf in safety. © 


EIGHT REACH SAFETY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] | 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 15.—The 
following is the list of the steamer 
Cleveland’s crew that reached land 
safely: Capt. Charles F. Hall, Chief 
Engineer C. Hasser, Purser J. .W. 
Whittbeck, Fireman James Fern, Sea- 
men Alexander. Leech, Joseph Costa 
and Jens Hansen, and a passenger, 
James Lathbury. 

The other two passengers and the 
balance of the crew, twenty in num- 
ber, have not as yet been heard from, 
although five days have elapsed since 
the wreck. 

The government steamer Quadra has 
received instructions to coal in haste 
and proceed to the scene of the disas- 
ter with a rescuing corps, to make 
diligenit search for any traces of the 
missing passengers and crew. She 
will get away this evening. 

No news from the missing crew and 
nassengers of the Cleveland has been 
received up to 10 o’clock tonight. Capt. 
Hall, three sailors and one fireman 
are still with the ship, and are doing, 
what they can to save the cargo and 
valuable parts of the ship’s cargo. 


ASSASSINATION AT TEMESCAL. 


Patrick Murphy Shot Through the 
Heart in the Dark. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


OAKLAND, Dec. 15.—Patrick Mur- 
phy, a pioneer resident’of Temescal, 
was murdered by an unknown assas- 
sin at 8:15 o’clock tonight. He was 
shot through the heart as he left his 
cottage to go to a neighboring store. 
Staggering back into the house, he died 
in the presence of his terrified family. 

He lacked the strength to utter the 
name of the man who shot him, if he 
knew who he was, and the murderer, 
favored by the isolation of the locality 
and the darkness of the night escaped 
without difficulty. The police arrived 
within five minutes after the shooting, 
but were unable to supply a motive for 
the crime or to find a clew. There were 
no witnesses to the actual shooting. 

Murphy was a street car employé. He 
reached his home.at 7 o’clock this 
evening. His wife and three children, 
Antone Glavin, a friend, who makes his 
home with the Murphys, and Andrew 
Cunningham, an old acquaintance of 
the family from San Francisco, were 
there when he arrived, and the entire 
party took dinner together. About 8 
o’clock Murphy went.out of the rear 
door to get some beer. A moment after 
he descended the back stairs the report 
of a gun, followed by groans, was 
heard. 

Mrs. Murphy, Glavin and Cunning- 
ham ran to the rear door, and ag 
they reached it, Murphy staggered to 
the foot of the stairs and fell. They 
helped him into the house and placed 
him on a chair, where he died with- 
out uttering a word. There was no 
evidence of w struggle. 

Henry Smith of No..546 Sixth street 
saw Murphy’s slayer fleeing from the 
scene. He was in an adjoining house, 
and on hearing the shot rushed to 
the door in time’ to see a’ man come 
out of the yard in front: of the 
Murphy home, and run-rapidly south 
of .Telegraph avenue.« .He passed

SENATE AND HOUSE. 


Pelagic Sealing and Civil Service 
Chief Topics of Discussion. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The pro- 
ceedings of the Senate were today en- 
livened by an interesting debate upon 
the bill presented by the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committce, providing for the pro- 
hibition of pelagic sealing by Ameri- 
cans. The provisions of the measure 
were explained by Mr. Davis, chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
who said that it was in aid of negotia- 
tions pending among the representa- 
tives of the governments of the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia and Ja- 
pan. 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota 
sharply antagenized the measure, say- 
ing that this country had already suf- 
fered more than enough humiliation on 
account of the seal business, and that 
he favored the settlement of the ques- 
tion by killing all of the seals as they 
appeared at the rookeries of the Priby- 
loff Islands, if Ly the first of June next 
Great Britain also had not agreed to 
the prohibitior of pelagic sealing. He 
offered an amendment to that effect, 
but it was defeated. The bill was 
passed by a vote of 37 to 14. 

Mr. McBride of Oregon endeavored to 
secure the adoption of his resolution 
directing the Secretaray of War to sup- 
ply relief to the suffering miners in 
the Klondike region and appropriating 
$250,000 for that purpose. The resolu- 
tion was amended so that the supplies 
might be transported by means of rein- 
deer. Mr. McBride finally consented 
that the resolution could be recom- 
mitted to the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, with the understanding that it 
would be promptly reported.. 

The session closed with a_ spirited 
civil-service debate upon the bill pre- 
sented by the Census Committee, pro- 
viding for the appointment of a direc- 
tor of the census and thirty-two em- 
ployés, who should form the skeleton 
of an office force for the twelfth cen- 
sus. 

The House spent the day in the con- 
sideration of the Legislative, Executive 
and Judiciary ‘Appropriation Bill, and 
eighty-nine of the 122 pages of the bill 
were covered, and only one amendment 
of importance was adopted. It reduced 
tha clerical force at the Pension Office 
ninety-five, involving a reduction in 
salaries of $115,000. The civil-service 
question, as on yesterday, was_ the 
chief topic of discussion today, and the 
proposition of Assistant Secretaryof the 
Treasury Vanderlip to retire clerks for

DREYFUS FULL OF HOPE 


BELIEVES HIS INNOCENCE WILL 
SOON BE PROVED. 


His Wife Denounces the Bordereau 
Memorandum as a Forgery—Says 
the Prosecution is Because Her 
Husband is an Israelite, 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World’s Paris cable 
has the following to say of the Dreyfus 
matter: 

“You know, Monsieur, what exile is,” 
said Mme. Dreyfus, wife of the pris- 
oner of Devil's Island, to the corre- 
spondent; “an exile under his fearful 
conditions. I wonder he does not go 
mad, for he is innocent—as innocent as 
you. I need not speak of my sufferings. 
You can easily imagine what it is to 
be in a situation like mine.” 

Asked when she heard’from the con- 
demned man, she replied: “Little more 
than a month ago. He is allowed to 
write, but his letters are scrutinized 
by the prison officers. When received 
here they are forwarded by the Min- 
ister of the Colonies. My husband, 
poor fellow, is well treated. At least 
he says so, and I have mo actual rea- 
son to think otherwise. He gets up 
early, has work to do and is allowed 
to read prison books, but he is always 
separated from the rest, always alone. 
Think what that means.”’ 

Inquired if he knew of efforts being 
made in his behalf, she said: “Oh, per- 
fectly: and, like us, he always hopes. 
His innocence will soon be proved.” 

On referring to the famous Bordereau 
memorandum, upon which her husband 
was convicted, Mme. Dreyfus ex- 
claimed vehemently: “That forgery! 
There could be no other documents 
that were not, like it, forgeries.” 

She went out and brought back a 
broad sheet which the family had pub- 
lished recently, headed: “The Key to 
the Dreyfus Affair.” It exhibits spece- 
imens of the handwriting of Maj. Es- 
terhazy and that of Capt. Dreyfus. | 

“Can anything.” she appealed, “be 
stronger than that? See. In Ester- 
hazy’s letter and ths ‘Bordereau’ mem- 
orandum the addresses are exactly 
while in both the double S has 
a-larger ‘S’ after the smaller one, 
while in my husband’s letter the word 
looks quite different and the larger § 
comes first.’’ 

Asked how she accounted for the ace 
cusation against her husband, she an- 
swered: “I cannot say, cannot image- 
ine, except that we are Israelites. Are 
they not objects of dislike and preju- 
dice in all countries?’ 


SPLIT ON BUTTERINE. 


Chicago Produce Exckagge on the 
Verge of Dissolution.

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—After an exist- 
ence of nearly a quarter of a century, 
the Produce Exchange of Chicago is on 
the verge of dissolution <At the end of 
a long and stormy meeting, it was de- 
cided to distribute the money in the 
treasury among the members, which 
action was taken to mean that the 
doom of the organization was sealed.

DURRANT 1S DOOMED 


SENTENCED TO BE HANGED 
‘JANUARY SEVENTH. 


His Attorneys Endeavor to Secure 
Farther Delay, but Are Over- 
ruled and Will Appeal. 


PRISONER PALE BUT CALM. 


REVIEWS THE CASE AND FIRMLY 
ASSERTS HIS INNOCENCE, 


Ex-County Treasurer Under Arrest.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.—Another 
‘day has been set for Durrant. This time 
it is January 7, the very first Friday in 
the new year. It could not well be 
sooner, for the law demands its ten 
days between the pronouncing of the 
judgment and the carrying of it into 
effect, and it would be a hard-hearted 
judge who would order a man hanged 
fin the midst of the Christmas holidays. 
And so Durrant will now see Christ- 
mas and New Year's. 

There was that in the air of to- 
day's court scene that seemed to be- 
token a swift and sure judgment. Dur- 
rant’s attorneys looked worried and 
harasged, with all of their old-time 
easy nonchalence departed. The pris- 
oner himeelf paled and reddened by 
turns, and though he stood unwinking 
to hear his fate, his constant swallow- 
ing, the twitching muscle in his cheek 
and an occasional tremor of the chin, 
told of the battle waged within and 
the successive victories. 
a troubled forehead, and men said: 
“He knows he'll never be brought 
over here again.” It did seem like a 
final sentence, but as the previous 
prophecies have gone so far astray, the 
amateur soothsayers were silent. 

The condemned man, with his father 
and the prison officials, returned to 
San Quentin on the 12:35 o'clock boat.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.—Shortly 
after having heard his death sentence 
pronounced by Judge MBahrs_ today, 
Theodore Durrant consented, for the 
first time since his arrest upon the 
charge of having murdered Blanche 
Lamont and Minnie Williams, to dis- 
cuss the testimony upon which he 
was convicted. While sitting in the 
reporters’ room in the City Hall, await- 
ing the time for his return journey 
to San Quentin, Durrant was inter- 
view by a Press reporter, and _re- 
viewed the whole case. 

While not at all vehement or demon- 
strative, he asserted his innocence 
and declared his full faith and confi- 
dence in the fact that his guiltlessness 
will Some day be established in a 
manner which could not but impress 
those who heard him. During the 
whole conversation, which :lasted al- 
most an hour, he remained perfectly 
calm and self-possessed, and mani- 
fested not the slightest resentment 
against those who assisted in sending 
him to his fate. Speaking of the 
seven witnesses by whom he was posi- 
tively identified in connection with 
the case, Durrant insisted that none 


of them told the truth, although he } 


was willing to concede that at least 


some of them were honestly  mis- 
taken. 
He denied emphatically that he 


either awaited Blanche Lamont on 
Powell street, or that he saw her at 
all on the afternoon of April 3. He 
pointed out many inconsistencies and 
contradictions in the evidence for the 
prosecution, and expressed the opinion 
that°as a matter of justice these en- 
titled him to a new trial. While ad- 
mitting that hpon the theory of his 
innocence must follow that of some 
other’s guilt, Durrant declined to dis- 
cuss that phase of the question, be- 
yond saying that it was the duty of 
the police to prove who was the guilty 
person. He aiso declined to discuss 
the matter of the refusal of Rev. 
George Gibson to Lsten to his appeal. 

Durrant’s manner indicates that he 
has little or no hope of prolonging 
his life; but his attorneys profess the 
utmost confidence in their ability to 
stay the execution by another appeal 
to the Supreme Court, to which they 
will press a bill of exceptions founded 
upon the action of Judge Bahrs in 
overruling the objections made in 
court today. Upon this showing, they 
intend to apply for a writ of probable 
causé in the near future. 

ALL OBJECTIONS OVERRULED. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.—Wil- 
liam Henry Theodore Durrant, the con- 
demned murderer of Blanche Lamont, 
was sentenced this morning by Su- 
perior Judge Bahrs for the fourth time 
to suffer the extreme penalty of ‘the 
law, the date of his execution being set 
for January 7 next. 

His attorneys made a desperate ef- 
fort to-secure further delay and pave 
the way for another appeal to the 
Supreme Court, but Judge Bahrs was 
inexorable and overruled each and all 
objections made to the proceedings. 

Durrant was delivered into the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff by Warden Hale at 
7:30 o'clock this morning, and, attired 
in a neat suit of dark clothes that had 
been taken over to him by his mother 
yesterday, the condemned ‘man was 
escorted across the bay by Chief 
Jailer Sattler and a deputy, arriving 
in this city at 9 o'clock. He was at 
once taken ito the City Hall in a 
hack, and, as on previous occasions, 
remained in the reporters’ room, ad- 
joining Judge Cook’s courtroom, until 
the time arrived for his appearance. 

Fally an hour before the time set 
for the proceedings the courtroom was 
packed with a morbidly-curious crowd 
of men and women in about equal 
numbers, and hundreds more, who were 
unable to enter, swarmed in the cor- 
ridors and about the stairways up 
which it was expected that the fa- 
mous criminal would appear. Squads 
of policemen attempted in vain to keep 
the struggling mass of humanity 
within bounds, but their curiosity was 
too great ‘to admit of restraint. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock Durrant 
was escorted into the courtroom by the 
officers, and, apparently unconscious of 
the mob that craned its necks to 
catch a fleeting glimpse of him, 
walked calmly to the seat reserved for 


him, nodding to acquaintances on 
either side. After shaking hands with 
his chief counsel, Eugene Deuprey, 


Esq., Durrant leaned back in his chair 
held a whispered conversation 
with his father, who occupied a seat 
immediately behind him, until the 
bailiff announced the arrival of Judge 
Bahrs and formally ‘declared court 
jn session. 

Upon taking his seat on the bench 
with Judge Cook, Judge Bahrs exam-

ined several documents and arranged 
the papers in the Durrant case. While 
80 engaged, Attorney Deuprey arose, 
and, addressing the court, announced 
that he desired to nmvake a preliminary 
motion and submit an affidavit of the 
defendan He then 
read racts from the various 
articles _the constitutions of the 
‘United States and of California that 
related t#@the inalienable rights of citi- 
zens and the provision that no man 
Shall be deprived of his liberty except 
by “due process of law.” 

He then made the point that Judge 
Bahrs had no personal jurisdiction over 
the case, as it was never legally as- 
signed to him. It. was further con- 
tended that Judge Bahrs was preju- 
diced and biased against Durrant. A 
third objection was based upon the 
proceedings taken last June in the Cir- 
cult Court while a writ of habeas cor- 
pus was asked and refused, the de- 
fense making the startling assumption 
that the Supreme Court of the United 
States dismissed the appeal from that 
order because a writ of habeas corpus 
and not a writ of error was demanded. 
lt was insisted that the Federal courts 
have no right to deny the second writ 
of habeas corpus applied for or to re- 
fuse permission again to appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
on the ground-that Durrant has a 
statutory and constitutional right to 
appeal that no inferior judge can deny. 
Among other things, Attorney Deuprey 
demanded in the interest of justice 
that tthe case be assigned to some 
other department. When the motion 
Was submitted, Judge Bahrs promptly 
denied it. 

At the command of the court, Dur- 
rant then arose and Judge 
thereupon reviewed ithe proceedings of 
the case and asked the usual question 
as to whether the defendant had any 
just cause to offer for further delay of 
sentence. 

At this juncture, the attorney again 
arose and insisted that the court had 
not inquired into the facts as he had 
stated, and in short had done nothing 
to support him in his jurisdiction. 
While his counsel was speaking, Dur- 
rant resumed his seat. Attorney 
Boardman then arose and presented 
the specific objections that his con- 
feree had already presented in a gen- 
eral way. The reading of these con- 
sumed some time. When they were 
finally submitted, | Judge Bahrs 
promptly overruled each and all. of 
the 


m. 

To this ruling, Gen. Dickinson, on 
behalf of the defendant, took excep- 
tion. 

Durrant being again ordered to 
stand up, the court ordered that, no 
good cause haying been shown why 
the sentence should not be passed upon 
him, he be delivered by the Sheriff to 
the warden at San Quentin, to be 
hanged by the neck until he is dead, 
on Friday, January 7, 1898. Beyond a 
slight paleness and a rolling of the 
eyes, Durrant betrayed no_ sign of 
consciousness that he had heard the 
impressive words of the court. ; 

As the condemned man resumed his 
seat, Gen. Dickinson made another ob- 
jection, raising the point that under 
the provisions of the Penal Code the 
time for the execution of death sen- 
tence cannot be fixed within less than 
sixty days nor more than ninety. But 
this objection was also overruled, and 
the court thereupon adjourned.

ANOTHER ’FRISCO TRAGEDY. 


Closely Resembles the Emmanuel 
Church Horror, : 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


ble murder was perpetrated here at 
dusk this evening. The victim was a 
woman, and the scene of the crime was 
in the Mission district, in the vicinity of 
the Emmanuel Church murders, about 
five blocks from that edifice. Many of 


rthe features of the crime and its ac- 


companying circumstances recalled the 
tragedies of Minnie Williams and 
Blanche Lamont. 

About 5 oclock this afternoon the 
dead body was found in’an upper flat 
at No. 803 Guerrero street by the ten- 
ants of the lower flat. The woman had 
been outraged and her head beaten to 
a jelly with a coupling pin, which was 
found in one of the rooms. The victim 
is supposed to be Mrs. Mary C. Clute, 
a wealthy resident of Watsonville. She 
had just rented the flat from a Miss 
Blanchard, and the noise of carpet lay- 
ing was heard by the people in the 
lower flat. The tacking ceased, and alli 
was quiet for a_ time, - when terrible 
screams were heard. The occupants of 
the lower flat became alarmed and 
started to investigate, when they saw 
a man leaving by an alleyway lead- 
ing to the rear entrance. They asked 
him the cause of the trouble, but he 
vouchsafed no reply, and made his eg- 
cape. On going up the stairs the dead 
body was found. The position of the 
body indicated that the dead woman 
had been outraged. The police are 
searching for Miss Blanchard and also 
for a clew to the carpet-layer. 

Joseph Foley, the carpet-layer who 
was working in Mrs. Cluté’s recently- 
rented flat this afternoon, has been ar- 
rested. He says he went to the flat at 
4 o'clock, leaving at 5, but asserts that 
he knows nothing of any murder. 

Foley was allowed his liberty after 
being detained at the prison a short 
time. He seems to know nothing about 
the case. His assistant, Andrew. Jack- 
son, left the house half an hour before 
Foley left at 5 o’clock. If the police 
have any suspicions they do not di- 
vulge them. No arrests have been 
made up to midnight. 

Foley and Jackson are employed by 
the Chicago Clock Company, an “in- 
stallment-plan” house. Clute, the hus- 
band of the murdered woman, is a 
traveling salesman, and is now on the 
road for a baking-powder firm. 

The lower part of the house, where 
the murder occurred, is occupied by L. 
A. Legg, a horseman. His wife and 
his aged father, George B. Legg, an 
invalid, were the only persons who saw 
the assassin after the consummation of 
his deadly deed. The elder Legg says 
he heard the.sound of a falling body 
overhead, followed by two or three 
screams. He went to the front door 
to summon help. He says: 

“Just as I and Mrs. Legg reached the 
front porch, a man came out of the 
small alleyway to the south of the 
house, the entrance to the rear stair- 
way, and started up the street toward 
Twenty-first street at a rapid walk. I 
ealled,\to him, and asked what the 
noise upstairs meant. He made no re- 
sponee, but quickened his, steps. and 
then I called and asked him again, and 
then a third time, the only result being 
that when I made the third call he 
started to run. did turn 
around once, and I could not see his 
face at@all. He wasshort and thick- 
set; wore a dark suit of clothing, and 
had black hair.” 

His call Zor help was responded to 
by an Italian, and C. W. Mark, vice- 
principal of the Everett schook, “who 
went upstairs and found Mrs. Clute 
lying in a pool of blood. Around her 


lay several hairpins. and the only evi-

dence of a scuffle was the fact that one 
of the pins was broken in two pleces, 
and her hair was badly disarranged. 
Her clothing, when Mark arrived on 
the ecene, was drawn nearly up to her 
knees. A further examination devel- 
oped that the woman’s -underclothing 
was torn to pieces. A later examina- 
tion showed that nothing had _ been 
stolen from the apartments. 

An examination of the body at the 
morgue revealed the fact that the 
woman's skull had been fractured by 
a heavy blow in the region of the left 
side of the occipital bone. 
a deep cut on the right temple and a 
slight One over the left eye. Her nose 
Was broken, this probably being the 
spot where she received the first blow, 
as the one on the hbase of the. skull 
would have produced instant uncon- 
Sciousness. 

KNOWN AT WATSONVILLE.

WATSONVILLE, Dec. 15.—Mrs., 
Mary Clute, who was murdered in San 
Francisco this evening, was, the daugh- 
ter of the late Mr. and Mrs. Ruttles of 


this place. Mr. and Mrs. Ruttlés died 
within a few weeks of eaeh other, 
about nine months ago. Mrs. Clute 


‘attended them during their fatal ill- 
ness, and remained until a month or so 
after their death. Mrs. Clute’s hus- 
band, who is a commercial traveler, 
was here and attended the funeral. It 
was variously rumored at the time of 
Ruttles’s death that he was worth 
about $10,000, and that it was _ be- 
queathed to Mrs. Mary Clute, their 
daughter. Shortly after she went to 
San Francisco to reside. 

She was in Watsonville about three 
weeks ago, trying to.make some ar- 
rangements to rent property, 
which is situated on Main street, in 
Watsonville. She had no children. 


ASIATIC AFFAIRS, 


Korea to Borrow from Russia. 
Japan and Her Vessels, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
VAUCOUVER (B. C.,) Dee. 15.—The 
steamer Empress of India, which ar- 
rived here today from the Orient, 

brings the following advices: 

It is rumored at Seoul that M. Aliex- 
ieff, the new financial adviser to 
Korea, proposes to borrow 3,000,000 yen 
from Russia. The increAsed expendi- 
ture from the royal household and the 
partial redemption of Japanese loans 
have caused the funds in the treasury 
to become very low. M. Aliexieff’s sal- 
ary has been fixed at 3000 yen per year. 

At the semi-annual meeting of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha (Japan Steam- 
ship Company,) a profit of 5,800,000 
yen was shown, but a loss of over 400,- 
000 yen has been sustained by the for- 
eign service. Three new steamers of 
3500 tons. gross and 2600 net horse 
power are now being built in England 
for the Australian service. 

The Kaiochau affair has caused 
great interest in Japan, but the opin- 
ion of most of the Japanese papers is 
that it does not portend a partition of 
China. 

Chinese papers brought by the Em- 
press of India thus describe the taking 
of Kiaochau by the Germans: 

On Sunday morning, November 14, 
three German warships, the Kafiser, 
flagship, with the admiral on board, 
the Prince Wilhelm and the Ariona, 
entered the bay and the admiral sent 
word to the general commanding the 
garrison that he had come to obtain 
satisfaction for the murder of the two 


sers, a Roman Catholic missionary, 
which took place November 1 at 
Yengtu, in the southeast of the prov- 
ince, and that he intended landing a 
strong party of men and occupying the 
forts. The Chinese general in com- 
mand sent back an evasive answer and 
tried to refer the matter to Peking, 
saying he had nothing. to do with it. 
The admiral sent a reply, saying he 
would land his men in three hours 
and would use force to carry out his 
‘orders, giving the Chinese’ garrison 
that much time to evacuate the forts. 
The Chinese sdéldl¥ery, composed of 
the usual--cootie warrtors, were scared 
out of their wits when they saw the 
foreign devils’” ships make ominous 
preparations for business. by running 
out their guns and lowering the yards, 
while the boats were swung out in 
readiness for landing men. The Chi- 
nese general sent word to the flagship 
that he “yielded to superior force,’ and 
meekly bowed his* head to the inevi- 
table. He begged to place his life and 
those of his wives and numerous family 
under German protection, and was 
ready to obey the honored commands 


of the German admiral 
several hundred men and 
suns were landed without the 


slightest opposition and in ad 

order at three points, each 
marching straight to the nearest fort 
which they found tenantless, The Chi- 
nese flags were promptly hauled dogvn 
and the German ensign run up, where- 
upon ,the three warships fired a sa- 
lute. There was no confusion what- 
ever, and the few country people in the 
neighborhood, quickly recognizing 
what had happened, accepted the sit- 
uation. 

The political crisis in Japan con- 
tinues, both the government ana Lib- 
eral party being condemned. It is 
Stated that the government will be 
unable to pass new codes through the 
Diet, and thus the revised treaties can-

tions. Mr. McBridge of Oregon called 


up his resolution directing the Secre- 
tary of War to purchase food and sup- 
plies and to transport such supplies as 
may be offeréd for the relief of the 
American miners and other sufferers 
in the valley of the Yukon River, and 
appropriating $250,000 to defray the 
necessary expense. An amendment to 
the resolution providing for the trans- 
portation of the supplies by means of 
reindeer was adopted. : 

Mr. Hawley moved that’ the resolu- 
tion ‘be referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs, promising that it 
should have prompt consideration. 

Mr. McBride, after stating his rea- 
sons for desiring immediate action, 
said that he was satisfied with the 
assurances of Mr. Hawley, and would 
consent to the reference of the resolu- 
tion. It was therefore referred. 

Mr. Davis of the Foreign Relations 
Committee called upon the bill prohib- 
iting the killing of fur seals in the 
waters of the North Pacific Ocean, and 
presented letters from Secretaries 
Sherman of the State Department and 
Gage of the Treasury Depariment fa- 
voring the immediate passage of the 
proposed measure. Mr. Davis explained 
that the bill was in aid of furthering 
diplomatic negotiations. After ex- 
plaining the law at present bearing 
upon the fur-seal question, Mr. Davis 
pointed out that there was now no 
law prohibiting pelagic sealing, and 
that this shameful admission had to be 
made by the representatives of the 
United States in the negotiations with 
other countries, looking to a suspension 
of such sealing. 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota en- 
tered a sharp protest to the passage 
of the bill by which it deprived Ameri- 
cans of the privileges accorded to other 
countries. He thought it was time 
for the United States to definitely dis- 
pose of the question by killing all of 
the seals as they land on the Priby- 
loff Islands. He thought that the 
United States had suffered enough 
humiliation on account of the seal 
business, and he proposed that the 
bill be amended so that if Great Britain 
had not, by the ist of June next, 
agreed to a suspension of pelagic seal- 
ing, this country would kill all seals, 
male and female, and thus settle the 
question once for all. Mr. Pettigrew 
then offered an amendment to the bill 
in line with his remarks. 

Mr. Davis protested against the 
adoption of Mr. Pettigrew’s amend- 
ment. He thought that because Great 
Britain did not comply to our terms, it 
was not a sufficient reason for this 


country to enter upon an unexampled . 


butchery of a beautiful and useful ani- 
mal. He expressed the opinion that 
the carrying into effect of Mr. Petti- 
‘grew’s proposition would bring odium 
upon this coutnry that would stain us 
forever. 

Mr. Perkins of California thought the 
adoption of the amendment would be 
an evidence of impotence. He would, 
he said, be ashamed to see such a pro- 
vision upon our statute books. He be- 
lieved it the duty of Congress to pass 
the bill as presented» by the committee, 
and he was satisfied that the negotia- 
tions pending would soon bring about 
an amicable and satisfactory settle- 
ment of the seal question. 

Replying, Mr. Pettigrew expressed 
the opinion that the adoption of the 


amendment would result in their pres- 


ervation of the seal herd. He thought 
if England would not enter into a 
mutual agreement for the preservation 
of the herd, justice demanded that 
this country should kill the seals, thus 
finally disposing of them. He thought 
it would be no more inhuman, and less 
troublesome, to kill the entire 175,000 
than to kill the 30,000 allowed. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin asked Mr. 
Pettigrew if he believed. that Great, 
Britain, as a self-respecting nation, 
would enter into any agreement if this 
government should meet it with such 
a threat as that implied in his (Petti- 
grew’s) amendment. 

Replying, Mr. Pettigrew said that 
the United States had been trying for 
four years to secure an agreement with 
England for the protection of the seals, 
and had failed, England refusing even 
to enter upon negotiations. . 

“For one,” he continued, “I am tired 
of waiting upon England in this as in 
other matters. It is humiliating that 
we should be compelled to do so, not 
only in the fur seal, but in Cuban and 
financial questions, hesitating to de- 
clare our independence because of Eng- 
land’s possible opposition. The only 
interest England has in protecting the 
Spanish interests in Cuba is that im- 
plied in phe fact that Lombard street 
holds ths Spanish bonds. This being 
the case, we can do nothing for suffer- 
ing Cuba unless Great Britain is wil- 
ling. So it is in financial matters, and 
thus it happens that we must send a 
commission to fawn at the feet of the 
hooked-nosed Jews of London to ascer- 
tain whether they are willing that we 
should do thus and so in the matter of 
our Own finances.” 

National pride and honor, he said, 
are opposed to further diplomatic ne- 
gotiations upon the seal question. By 
the passage of the bill amended as he 
suggested, the fur-seal industry in Lon- 
don would be aroused and brought to 
bear influence upon Great Britain 
which might effect a proper settlement 
of the question. 

Mr. White of California thought the 
passage of such a law as_ proposed 
would be unjust to our own people, un- 
less assurances are given that similar 
legislation is to be enacted by other 
countries, Canada in particular. In 
the course of his brief remarks, Mr. 
White said it was evident that the 
Foreign Relations Committee was not 
so bellicose as it was a year ago, but 
he hoped it would not force the coun- 
try into such legislation as would’‘yield 
any rights or profits now enjoyed by 
American citizens to the people of other 
countries. 

By unanimous consent the’ Fur-seal 
Bill was at this point displaced tempo- 
rarily at the request of Mr. Allen of 
Nebraska, who asked for consideration 
of a bill granting the right-of-way to 
the Omaha Northern Railway Company 
to construct & railway across the 
Omaha and Winnebago reservations in 
Nebraska. The bill was passed. 

Upon the resumption of considera- 
tion of the seal bill, the amendment 
cffered by Mr. Pettigrew was de- 
feated. The bill was then passed by 
a vote of 37 to 14. 

By agreement, the bill to provide 
for the twelfth and subsequent cen- 


suses was taken up to enable Mr. 
Lodge of’ Massachusetts to submit 
some remarks upon it. Mr. Ledge 


said he was aware that at the present 
time it was not fashionable to say 
anything in support of the civil-serv- 
ice law, but that it was considered 
rather bad form to attack the admin- 
istration of the law. He said that 
he had always been, and was now, a 
friend of the civil-service law. Presi- 
dent Cleveland had, at the close of 
his administration, made an enormous 
extension of the classified service, 
placing about forty thousand persons 
without examination under its protec- 
tion. Naturally, such action, so late 
in the last administration, had put 
the present administration under a 
great strain, “But it is satisfactory to 
note,” said Mr. Lodge, “that Presi- 
dent McKinley bravely and 
courageously dealth with the question 
at the beginning of his administra- 
tion, instead of waiting until its con- 
clusion, as was the ‘practice of his 
predecessor.” 

Mr. Lodge read extracts from a let- 
ter from the Hon. Carroll D. Wright, 
Chief of the Labor Bureau, in which 
the expenses of conducting the 
Census Office were discussed at 
length. 

At the conclusion of Mr, Lodge’s 
remarks, Mr. Carter of Montana. 
chairman of the Census Committee, 
outlined briefly the provisions of the 
proposed bill. Mr. Carter indicated

HOUSE.—At the opening of the 
House today a resolution for the holi- 
day recess from Saturday,. December 
18, to Wednesday, January 5, offered 
by Mr. Dingley from the Committee on 
Ways and Means, was adopted. The 
House then went into committee of the 
whole and resumed the consideration 
of the Legislative, Executive and Ju- 
dicial Appropriation Bill. 

Mr. Livingstone (Dem.) of Georgia 
submitted some general remarks in op- 
position to the civil-service law, which 
he denounced as a humbug. 


CUBA ALSO. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


Mr. de Armond (Dem.) of Missouri, 
under the latitude allowed in debate on 
appropriation bills, followed with an 
impassioned speech reproaching the 
majority for not voting upon the Cuban 
belligerency resolution passed by the 
Senate at the last session. His re- 
marks were given additional import- 
ance in view of the action of the Demo- 
cratic caucus last night declaring for 
an aggressive support of the recogni- 
tion of Cuban belligerency. He de- 
clared that he is not mistaken in his 
belief that the American people, with- 
out distinction of party, sympathize 
with the Cuban cause. 

The triumph of tyranny in Cuba, he 
said, would prove a menace to liberty 
in the world, and, in conclusion, amid 
a round of applause, he appealed to 
the majority to give the House an op- 
portunity of voting on that question. 

The debate then drifted back to the 
civil-service question, and Mr. Moody 
(Rep.) of Massachusetts called atten- 
tion to what he termed the ‘‘extraordi- 
nary proposition’? advocated by As- 
-Sistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Vanderlip in an interview published 
this morning. In that interview Mr. 
Moody said Mr. Vanderlip proposed to 
establish in the Treasury Department 
what, in effect, would be a civil-service 
pension list. As one of those who be- 
lieved in the merit system, he thought 
Congress ought to meet this proposi- 
“tion at the threshold. 

“If this system, which we support, is 
to lead to the establishment of a civil- 
Service pension list,’ said he, impres- 
sively, ‘then the people ought to wipe 
it out, of existence.” [Great applause.] 
“As a friend of civil-service reform,” 
said he, “I say its worst enemies are 
not those who are fighting it openly, 
like Gen. Grosvenor, but men Ike the 
author of this proposition, who sits in 
the Cabinet by the side of President 
McKinley.” [Applause.] 

Mr. Johnson (Rep.) of Indiana de- 
clared that the last census’ conducted 
under the spoils system was notoriously 
inefficient, and expressed his regret if 
this important work was to be ineffi- 
ciently done. He also said he shared 
Mr. Moody’s indignation over the 
proposition of Mr. Vanderlip, and said 
it was particularly unfotunate at this 
inopportune time. He thought Mr.Van- 
derlip’s superior, Secretary Gage, should 
admonish him. His proposition vio- 
lated the spirit and letter of the law. 

Mr. Johnson was besieged with ques- 
tions from those clustered about hi 
but he held his own, declaring that 
the government was not conducted for 
the providing of men in their old age.

HOUSE BANKING COMMITTEE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The House 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
held an animated session today. It 
had been planned to report to the House 
at once a bill embodying the Presi- 
dent’s financial recommendations, and 
Mr. Brossius, from a sub-committee, 
made a favorable recommendation on 
this course of procedure. It was 
sharply opposed, however, by Messrs. 
Johnson of Indiana, Mitchell of New 
York and Newlands of Nevada. 

It was evident the committee could 
not agree. A compromise was made, 
by which the bill covering the Fresi- 
dent’s recommendations and the Dill 
of Secretary Gage and that of the In- 
dianapolis Monetary Commission shall 
be taken up at the first meeting after 
the holidays. It was agreed also that, 
after Secretary Gage should be heard 
tomorrow, the committee would ad- 
journ to the second Wednesday in Jan- 
uary. 

Chairman Walker then brought for- 
ward a general programme for dealing 
with all the financial bills, which pro- 
gramme had the approval of all save 
Mr. Johnson. Mr. Walker’s statement 
was, in part, as follows: 

“First—That I am thoroughly con- 
vinced the people donot desire the 
retirement of the whole body of United 
States legal-tender notes. 

“Second—That they do not desire that

COSTLY CENSUS, 


Millions Could Have Been Saved 
Under Civil Service Rules. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—In response 
to an inquiry from Senator Lodge, Hon. 
Carroll D. Wright, Commissioner of 
labor, has written a detailed estimate 
of the saving that would have oc- 
curred in the compilation of the last 
census had the census office at that 
time been under the civil-service law. 
The inquiry from Senator Lodge was 
prompted by the statement recently 
made by Mr. Wright that $2,000,000 
would have been saved by this ar- 
rangement. The estimate tends to 
show that in reality this saving would 
have amounted to nearer $8,500,000. The 
comparison is based on the work of 
the Census Bureau and the Depart- 
ment of Labor, the latter being under 

civil-service rules. 

Tables are given by Commissioner 
Wright showing the cost per thousand 
ems of selected matter in the field; of 
preparing it in the office, and printing, 
engraving and binding. He holds that 
there is enough similarity in the work 
of the two departmets to make this 
comparison hold good in actual prac- 
tice. The results may be summarized 
as follows: The tctal cost of the cen- 
sus work, exclusive of printing and 
binding, had it been carried on under 
the civil service, would have been 
$3,525,452, instead of $10,016,677, a sav- 
ing of $6,421,245, while the cost ex- 
“elusive of field force and of pririting 
and binding, in other words, the ex- 
‘pense of the office fcerce, would have 
been $2,298,821, instead of $5,670,847, a 
saving of $3,372,025. 

Mr. Wright refers to his own experi- 
ence as the head of the Census Bureau, 
gaying that a chief executive officer 
cannot be expected to render the high- 
est grade of service when, in addition 
to his expert duties, he is continually 
harassed with political hunters. In 
conclusion, he says that during his in- 
cumbency the total number of em- 
ployés on the rolls was nearly 50 per 
cent. greater than the total employed 
at any one time, showing a constantly- 


shifti force, a condition that would 
not ve existed under civil-service 
rules. 


NEW BANKRUPTCY MEASURE. 


Henderson House Bill Substituted 
for the Nelson Senate Bill. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The House 
Judiciary Committee agreed on a bank- 
ruptey bill today, and it will be re- 
ported to the House this week. The 
committee was in session throughout 
today, and when the measure was fin- 
ally passed, Chairman Henderson was 
authorized to report the Senate bill, 
known as the Nelson bill, to the House, 
with all after the enacting clause 
stricken out and the Henderson bill as 

eed on inserted as an amendment 
or substitute. 

There were two important changes 
from the bill as reported by the sub- 
committee. The bill as drawn provides 
in effect that all liens created by judg- 
ment and levy cr by attachment within 
four months of the adjudications in 
bankruptcy should be void, or if en- 
forced, go for the benefit of the credit- 
ors, and also that all money collected 
by the enforcement of such a lien 
should be paid over to the trustees 
when appointed. This is modified so 
that these liens will not be affected 
unless in fraud of the act. 

The provisions of the bill creating 
offenses punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment were also modified, by mak- 
ing ynany of such offenses cause for 
refusing a discharge in bankruptcy in.

Cuban Lenders Hang All Emissaries

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says that the 
Cuban leaders in the field are adopting 
every possible method to prevent even 
the thin edge of the wedge of auto- 
nomy entering their ranks.

There are not many 
of these, it is true, but small as the 
number {, their desertion would have 
a far-reaching moral effect. 

Gen. Gomez and his generals realize 
this, and hence will tolerate no con- 
sideration of autonomy.

TROOPS FOUGHT NOBLY. 


BRITISH FORCES WITHER THE 
HOSTILE AFRIDI TRIBESMEN., 


Enemy Exposed Themselves and 
Made a Rush Upon the Whites. 
Tired Soldiers Stood Firm and 
Drove Natives Back — Heavy 
Loss. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SIMLA, Dec. 15.—[By Indian Ca- 
ble.] Further details from the front 
regarding the march of Gen. West- 
macoit’s brigade down the Bara Val- 
ley, show it to have been accompanied 
by the most desperate fighting since 
the Dargai Ridge affair. The enemy 
for the first time in the whole cam- 
paign, exposed themselves in their ef- 
forts to cut off the rear guard, and 
poured in a constant rifle fire, in re- 
plying to which the British troops 
exhausted their pouches of ammuni- 
tion. While the rear guard was worn 
out by constant attacks and in a 
difficult position, the enemy made 
the coup of the campaign by an open 
rush upon it. 

The tired soldiers stood firm, and 
withering fires swept the advancing 
tribesmen, who charged almost to the 
bayonets’ points. The Afridis then 
wavered and retreated to cover, from 
which they continued a harassing 
fusillade until dark. The action re- 
commenced with the rising of the 
sun. The troops behaved splendidly, 
and inflicted the most severe punish- 
ment upon the enemy, which the lat- 
ter has yet sustained, 400 men falling. 

TO REOPEN KHYBER. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SIMLA, Dec. 15.—Gen. Sir William 
Lockhart, the British commander-in- 
chief, has decided to send a column 
of troops to reopen the Khyber Pass, 
marching up from Jamrud. Then from 
Ali Mushid, the column will descend 
into the Bazaar Valley and punish the 
tribesmen in that district. 


HOWLING BLIZZARD. 


Is Tearing Through Nebraska, South 
Dakota and Iowa.

OMAHA (Neb.,) Dec. 15.—Within a 
few hours this afternoon the thermom- 
eter fell from 36 to 5 deg. below zero. 
This severe cold wave is accompanied 
by a terrific wind and a slight fall of 
snow.

Work of the Texns Fever Tick. 
Many Cattice tn Sonora Infected. 
Menace to the Arizona Stock. 


NEW PLANING-MILL AT TUCSON 


REPUBLICANS AND DEMOCRATS 
SPLIT ON THE TUCSON WEDGE. 


San Diego Railroad Project Sus- 
pended by the Neck—Medical 
Exnminers Rout Out the 
Quacka. 


PHOENIX, Dec. 11.—Beginning Jan- 
uary, 1, and continuing for one month, 
a heavy influx of cattle from the in- 
fected disiricts of Sonora, to be thrown 
in competition with the home-grown, 
uncontaminated herds of Arizona may 
be confidently expected. The infection 
consists of the notorious Texas fever 
tick. This tick is an interésting little 
fellow, and far less is known of him 
than he deserves. He is the size of a 
small potato bug, with smooth skin of 
a slate color. The fever germs or 
“micro-organisms” he carries in his 
blood, and these germs are transmitted 
through the eggs into the blood of the 
young. These eggs are deposited in the 
pastures and ranges, and on hatching 
saize the cattle. The cattle thus a:- 
tacked are doomed, for they are prac- 
tically certain to soon be attacked with 
the deadly Texas fever, which is really 
a disinteration of the blood corpuscles. 
The home of the fever tick is a couple 
of hundred miles south of the border, 
and to be specific it dwells and flour- 
ishes in the Moctezuma district, Sonora, 
Mexico. There the cattle are practically 
immune to its attacks, on the same 
principle that a human who has been 
vaccinated is safe from smallpox. Not 
so, however, the herds of the United 
States. Here the cattle infected almost 
invariably die, the only period in which 
they suffer no harm being the winter 
months, when the egg of the tick, if 
dropped on the ranges, is impotent be- 
cause of the cold. This term has wisely 
been restricted by the United States 
to the month of January only. There- 
fore, with the advent of the glad New 
Year a rush of cattle from the infected 
district may confidently be expected, 
and with it the usual resultant break 
in the Arizona market. 

Your correspondent, while tn Bisbee 
recently, got very straight information 
that the neighboring State of Sonoro 
proposes as far as possible to remove 
this barrier now placed on: a portion 
of its cattle for eleven months of the 
twelve, by quarantine measures of its 
own. Gov. Corral wrote a prominent 
Sonora cattleman then at Bishee to 
conusit with Dr. C. H. Blemer, inspec- 
tor bureau of industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, to secure 
his advice as to the best means of re- 
moving the quarantine. The doctor ad- 
vised that the quarantine regulations 
of the United States, with regards to 
the destruction and exclusion of in- 
fected stock and districts he followed, 
and this the cattleman stated as likely 
to be done. As a Governor of Mexico 
comes very near to being a lawmaker 
as well as an executive, something may 
be expected in new cattle reculations in 
Soncra. The Govefnor sent his assurance 
that Sonora will take every precaution 
with the cattle of Sonora, as pertain- 
ing to the Texas fever and other infec- 
tions. The necessity of this he fully 
realizes, knowing as he does, thot his 
State is almost totally dependent on 
the United States for a market. Careful 
inquiries were also made as to what ex- 
tent the United States would be likely 
to bar Sonora cattle. 

The fact is that the cattle of Sonora 
are a serious menace to the industry in 
Arizona. At least, such is the state- 
ment of Will C. Barnes of the Live 
Stock Sanitary Board of Arizona. The 
Live Stock “Sanitary” Board is largely 
a misnomer. The board has no power 
ef exclusion of foreign cattle on the 
basis of infection. That duty in the 
United States alone devolves upon the 
Federal government. Were it in his 
power, however, said Mr. Barnes, to 
exclude Sonora cattle, on the ground of 
infection, or any other ground, he would 
favor doing it. The present duty, he 
continued, is inadequate and by no 
means equitable. “We in Arizona,” 
said he, “pay our cowboys $10 a month 
and their board. The expense of main- 
taining the grub wagon we place at 
50 cents a day more. These are the 
principal expenses in the cattle busi- 
ness. In Sonora they pay their vaque- 
ros $8 to $12.50 a month in silver, and 
their board is never Over $5 a month 
more.’’ Allowing for the price of sfl- 
ver, the wages paid in Mexico are, 
therefore, insignificant, and the pros- 
pects for the cattle business there, with 
the United States for a market are posi- 
tively tremendous. The‘ expense -of 
raising catt!e in Sonora plus the United 
States duty, which at present is on an 
ad valorem basis and 33.7% a head for 
a large steer, is far less than stock 
can be raised for in Arizona, and to 
that degree a handicap on the Arizona 
stockmen. Said Mr. Barnes: 

“A year ago we, my partner and I, 
had 500 head Of stock on pasture in the 
valley here. The prospect was good 
for selling them until 6000 head of So- 
nora cattle were rushed in. Those So- 
nora cattle broke the Arizona market, 
and we got far lower prices than we 
would have otherwise. The duty, in 
my opinion, should be a good deal 
higher. The present duty is no bar at 
all to the entry of Sonora stock.” The 
number shipped into Arizona from. So- 
nora in the past year, as estimated by 
an expert on the subject, and which 
estimate he regards as conservative, is 
40,000 head.

' CUBANS AND AUTONOMY. 

One of the latest reports which come 
from the island of Cuba, through the 
medium of a dispatch to the New 
York Herald from Havana, is to the ef- 
fect that the Cuban leaders in the 
field are adopting most stringent 
measures to prevent the acceptance, 
by the Cubans, of the Spanish proffer 
of autonomous government. As the 
report goeg, these leaders and rulers 
of the insurgent cause not only “ab- 
solutely refuse to discuss autonomy 
themselves, but are determined in their 
efforts not to allow Spain’s offer of 
self-government to be laid before the 
insurgent troops.”

“75 per cent. of the rebel soldiers are 
kept in ignorance of the liberal terms 
offered by Spain;” and that “there are 
real rebels, and there are subordinate 
rebel officers who are tired of war 
and its accompanying hardships, and 
who would lay down arms if liberal 
home rule were guaranteed.” 

The reliability of these statements, 
like that of all other reports from 
the unhappy island, is open to ques- 
tion. They may be true or they may 
be false. Assuming them to be true, 
they place upon the insurgent leaders 
a serious responsibility. If they are 
deceiving the people over whom they 
are exercising authority, and are with- 
holding from them a knowledge of the 
real facts of the situation, they are 
guilty of a grave and terrible wrong. 
The insurrection has no _ logical 
ground to stand upon save the will of 
the people who are back of it. If it 
be the will of these people that the 
terms proffered by Spain be accepted, 
there is no possible warrant for con- 
tinuing the insurrection. The people, 
including the active forces of the in- 
surgent army, are entitled to full and 
authentic information as to the exact 
terms of Spain's proposition. The 
leaders have no right to withhold 
from them this information, nor to 
coerce them into any course of action 
against their better judgment. The 
tyranny cf petty leaders would be 
even less tolerable to the Cubans than 
the tyranny of Spain. 

It is to be hoped for the credit of 
the Cuban cause that these reports of 
arbitrary methads on the part of the 
insurgent leaders will be disproved. 
The odium of such practices would 
work more harm to the cause of 


Cuban independence than has been 
inflicted by the armies of Spain. True: 


liberty cannot thrive in the soil of 
despotism. If the facts be as stated 
in the dispatch above referred to, the 
triumph of the insurgent cause would 
be of small benefit to the Cubans. It 
would be simply a change of masters, 
and a change of very doubtful utility 
at that. 


THE CASE OF DURRANT. 

W. H. T. Durrant, the man con- 
victed of the murder of Bianche La- 
mont, at San Francisco, was yester- 
day sentenced for the fourth time to 
-be hanged. The latest date set for 
Durrant‘s execution is January 7, 1898, 

Will the sentence be executed on 
that date? The present indications 
are that it will be. Yet there have 
been so many delays, so many stays, 
s0 many appeals, that nothing is cer- 
tain until the end has been reached 
and the law and its victim have been 
executed. It is by no means to be 
assumed that some way will not be 
found to defer, once more. the time 
of execution. Durrant’s attorneys 
have shown themselves to be experts 
in juggling with the courts, and they 
will not rest while Durrant lives, 

The case of Durrant is exceptional, 
It is out of the beaten track of crime, 
The preponderance of evidence un- 
questionably points to his guilt, 
though that evidence was purely cir- 
cumstantial. But his defense 
weak. There was no Strong, clear, 
. Convincing evidence to negative the 
circumstantial evidence of guilt. And 
during the nearly two years that have 
@lapsed since his conviction, practi- 
cally nothing has come to light to 
prove his innocence of the terrible 
crime.. 

And yet the fact that so many de- 
lays and postponements of execution 
have occurred in this celebrated case 
ig. probably due in some degree to the 
lingering doubt which appears to 


ezist in the public mind as to Dur-? 


Fant’s guilt. This iy is possibly 
Shared by the judiciary also; hence 
there has been a more than ordinary 


was 


| 


willingness to delay the execution of 
the death sentence, in the hope that 
some new facts might be discovered 
which would prove beyond a doubt 
the guilt or the innocence of the con- 
demned man. 

But no trustworthy evidence of 


Durrant’s innocence is forthcoming. 


In the case of a person convicted of 
murder by positive, conclusive and 
unimpeachable evidence, execution 
should follow promptly, and all tech- 
nical means of delay should be re- 
duced to the smallest possible mini- 
mum. We have had altogether too 
much juggling with the law in cases 
of this kind, where there was not the 
slightest doubt in the mind of any in- 
telligent person as to the justice of 
the verdict, 


RESTRICTION OF IMMIGRATION. 

There is every indication’ that the 
bill now pending in the Senate, re- 
quiring immigrants to pass an educa- 
tional test before admission to the 
United States, will pass that body 
without much opposition. That it 
will pass the House, with few adverse 
votes, is also probable, and the ap- 
proval of’the President is practically 
assured, 

This measure is essentially the same 
as the Lodge Bill, which passed both 
houses at the last session of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress, but was killed 
by the veto of President Cleveland. 
Its essential provision is that no im- 
migrant shall be admitted to the 
United States who is unable to read 


and write in at least one language. | 


It is not required that the immigrant 
shall be able to read and write Eng- 
lish, or any particular language, but 
he must at least be able to read and 
write his native language. i 

The wisdom and the expedienéy of 
this requirement are so obvious as 
hardly to admit of argument. This 
simple test should be adopted as a 
matter of self-protection. It has been 
amply demonstrated by the statistics 
of immigration that the influx of illit- 
erate foreigners, is responsible for a 
large percentage of the crime and 
pauperage which exist in this country. 
The adoption of this simple educa- 
tional test will serve to shut out this 
undesirable element, and to raise in 
an appreciable degree the standard of 
American citizenship. The certainty 
that it will accomplish results so de- 
sirable should insure the passage of 
the bill. 

Senator Kyle of South Dakcta has 
introduced a substitute for the pend- 
ing bill, which provides that immi- 
grants shall have their test of educa- 
tion made by United States consuls 
at the points nearest to their homes. 
As Mr. Kyle pointed out, in introduc- 
ing his substitute, “it is a serious 
hardship for these people to cross the 
ocean with the prospect staring them 
in the face of failing in the test at 
the port of @ foreign country.” This 
point appears to be well taken, and 
Mr. Kyle’s substitute will probably be 
adopted. In all other material re 
spects it conforms to the pending bill, 
and its provisions will probably be 
made the law of the land soon after 
the holiday recess. 


A GAS WAR, 

The San Francisco ‘papers are 
after the gas companies of that city 
hot foot for manufacturing gas con- 
taining more carbon-monoxide than is 
healthy for the gas inhaler. This is an 
old, old fight in the interest of the 
coal producers, that has been made 
in more than one city: but water-gas 
has come to stay, for the reason that 
it is a better product than can be 
manufactured wholly from thea coking 
of coal, besides being vastly cheaper. 
Any gas is dangerous when it is in- 
haled, but the volatile product is not 
made for purposes of inhalation, but 
for lighting and heating. When its 
use is confined to boiling the tea- 
kettle or illuminating the house, 
water-gas is as harmless as the tallow 


candle; and if careless or reckless per-. 


sons will not leave gascocks open by 
accident or design, there will be no 
trouble about its use. The fight 
against water-gas is as silly as the 
fight made by certain ignorant per- 
sons against the use cf labor-saving 
machinery. Anything in the nature 
of ansadvance is sure td win in this 
world, and there is no use bucking 
against it. Meanwhile one cannot but 
wonder what the gas companies have 
becn doing to the San Francisco news- 
papers, particularly_as water-gas has 
been manufactured in that city for 


the last Yee pt more years.

The scientists who are figuring it 
out that the sun is about to discard a 
portion of its substance, which will 
in the course of time become a new 
world and, incidentally, knock this 
earth of ours into smithereens, do mot 
explain just why the new planet may 
not take flight in some other direc- 
tion, instead of coming our way. 
Space is large, and it would be a 
rarely-clever shot from the sun to 
hit this small speck of a planet. It is 
not unlikely that the “scientific gents” 
are using their hats for speaking 
trumpets. The public may as well 
keep on buying Christmas presents, as 
the cataclysm is not likely to occur 
before New anyway. 


From all appearances it would not 
be a bad idea for the Council to fire 
out the entire “solid six’’ from the 
Board of Education, and give the peo- 
ple a chance to try and find out some 
better material.

Bryan in Mexico. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 14.—[To th 
Editor of The Times:] I notice a 
rather strange editorial in the Herald 


this morning, commenting on Mr. 
Bryan's trip to Mexico. That paper 
says: 


“He (Bryan) will not lose sight of 
the fact that there are a few people 
in the country who are not engaged in 
the importing business. He will not 
fail to see that the higher the gold 
premium rises the more secure will lo- 
cal industries be in monopolizing the 
home markets; that a gold premium, 
while disastrous to merchants and 
manufacturers in other countries, yet 
operates as a protective tariff in fos- 
tering home industries, a result that 
is scarcely to be deplored, especially 
in & new country that has so long been 
dependent upon the outside world for 


‘its manufactured utilities as has Mex- 


ico.” 


The same paper, in a previous edi- 
torial under the caption, “Protection 
Which Protects,” said this: “Our Re- 
publican friends are earnest seekers 
after protection for home products. 
Why will they not open their eyes to 
the best kind of protection? ‘Silver 
men have for years been trying to 
‘point out to them the efficient protec- 
tion resulting from the use of a silver 
currency, and have instanced Mexico 
as an object. The cost of ex- 
change simply cancels orders for for: 
eigngoods, and their place must be 
Supplied. by home-made article.” 

It seems to me if that means any- 
thing it means this: A Mexican mer- 
chant handles an article bought in St. 
Louis, Mo.; it costs him one gold doal- 
lar, It takes about two Mexican sil- 
ver dollars to buy a gold dollar; so we 
will say the article costs two Mexican 
Silver dollars. <A fall in the price of 
Silver makes a gold dollar worth $2.15 
in Mexican silver. If the merchant 
continues to buy the article in Sit. Louis 
he must pay $2.15 in Mexican money 
for it, but he discovers that, while the 
article cannot be made at home for $% 
in Mexican silver it can be made for 
$2.05, so the article is produced at 
home for 10 cents less than if bought 
in St. Louls. Here is your protection, 
the high premium on gold does the 
work. Now all this is on the theory 
that there is a gold premium—a dif- 
ference between the purchasing power 
of the silver dollar and the gold dollar; 
the greater the difference, the higher 
the premium and the stronger the pro- 
tection. Does Bryan or the Herald ad- 
mit, fora moment, that bimetallism, by 
the United States, would give us a 
cheap silver and a high gold dollar? 
No, every free-silverite-in the country 
insists that our coin dolla will be 
of equal value. With no difference be- 
tween the dollars there will be no 
premium; no premium, no protection. 

How can the Herald talk about ‘The 
efficient protection resulting from the 
use of a siiver currency, and at the 
Same time insist that a free-coinare 
silver dollar will be as good as a gold 
doliar? 

Does the Herald belleve the United 
States unequal to the task of maintain- 
ing the metals on a parity; that free 
ccinage in this country would make 
our currency exclusively silver and 
thus operate to protect our industries 
as. the cheap silver dollar protects 
those of Mexico? If it does not believe 
this, I fail to see how it can advise 
its Republican friends of the efficient 
protection resulting from the use of a 
silver currency. D.

San Diego, the City of Grief, “Con- 
tinues to be Amusing.’ 


{San Francisco Report:] A commit- 
tee of citizens appointed by the San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce has ap- 
plied to the City Council of‘that place 
for a franchise covering a right-of- 
way 100 feet in width, through the 
heart of the city along the bay shore, 
and for ground for terminals, depots, 
etc. It is merely the annual _ re- 
vival of the story that the Southern 
Pacific will build from Yuma to San 
Diego. These revivals have hereto- 
fore appeared earlier in the year, but 
evidently there has not been so much 
eastern money in sight for invest- 
ment in San Diego real estate this 
year as last, and the competing rail- 
way announcement comes a trifle 
late. Of course, eastern tourists are 
beginning to arrive for the winter, 
so the application for a franchise may 
prove timely after all. The only 
question is whether a city that has 
granted so many franchises and has 
got nothing out of them, does not 
make itself ridiculous in granting an- 
other. 

Once, the now defunct San Diego 
Bee, in the days of the “boom” of 
1888, published a map showing fan 
Diego as the center of the universe, 
and the great distributing point for 
the whole world. Every railway in 
America was represented as heading 
for San Diego. That is the spirit that 
has animated San Diego ever since. 
The San Diegans have sat down and 
talked and gossiped while waitine for 
some of ‘{‘them ’ere’’ railways that 
were coming right in. The cnly men 
of San Diego who ever showed © any 
real activity in railway matters and 
accomplished anything. were Frank 
Kimball. who, almest singly. got the 
Santa Fé into the place. and the late 
Gov. Waterman, who built the line 
to El Cajon. 

Heaven helps those who help thém- 
selves. Tf San Diego wonld take a 
hint frem San Francisco’s experience, 
it would, instead of asking for who’'e- 
sale grants. first orranize a company, 
suhscribe the money among her own 
eitizens to build a Hine, and then 
build it. The franchises would he 
easy to got. They would be the least 
important part of the undertaking. 
As it is, San Diego with another pna- 
per railway continues to be amusing.

ter says: “Look at the $5 note. See 
the nude woman pictured on it. Is it 
not debasing and sensual?’ All of 


which raises the much-mooted ques- 
tion as to what constitutes immorality 
in art, and upon this point the pulpit 
ought to have some clear and intelli- 
gible thing to say._ 


The first definite fact to be noted, 
in this, as in all kindred subjects, is 
that all things except direct viola- 
tions of God’s law are moral or im- 
moral in.a relative way alone. There 
is no inherent wickedness in a glass 
of whisky, deck of cards, a dagger, 
or the human form, but they become 
wrong when used to evil ends. The 


sin lies in the men who use them. « 


The second point is that anything, in 
itself innocuous, may become harmful 
by its associations or by the sugges- 
tions it tends to make. To frequent 
saloons and gaming tables, or to read 
prurient books, can hardly fail to 
arouse in one those dangerous ap- 
petencies which none ts so strong That 
he needs not beware of. John Wes- 
ley’s mother was a wise woman, and 
she wrote to her son the safe rule, 
that if anything troubled his con- 
science, or obscured his peace with 
God, that, to him, was sin, no matter 
how innocent it might be to another. 
Here, if anywhere, lies the injury done 
by the nude in art. 


The line must be drawn between 
that portrayal of the human physical 
grace which elevates and spiritualizes, 
and that which animalizes. Who is to 
tell where that line is to be? Who 
is to judge? As usual, the extremists 
are wrong. One class would give the 
widest publicity to even such pictures 
as those of Bougereau and the sen- 
suous French school; the other class 
would banish’ from art every female 
form that is not completely clothed. 
But common sense will tolerate neither 
of these arbitrary and equally, narrow 
views. There is a@ middle ground. 
There is a right and sensible medium. 
What this is must be determined by 
public opinion, and the consciences 
of the more intelligent and judicious 
persons in the community. It is like 
correct pronunciation. What is au- 
thority there? Not the dictionaries, 
for they differ one from another, and 
sometimes are all wrong. It is the 
usage of the best authors and speak-. 
ers, the most cultured and intelli- 
gent of the people. Correct speech 
can be learned from no book, but only 
by mingling with those who speak 
accurately. 


It is the same way with the nude in 
art. Some pictures are indecent that 
do not expose half as much of the fig- 
ure as other'pictures that are printed 
in school text books. The illustrations 
in the “sporting’’ papers are vile and 
only vile, while the marble statue of 
Venus Ge Milo may safely stand on the 
mantel piece of a Christian home; yet 
the former are partly clothed, while 
the latter has no clothing at all except 
the grace and glory of the ideal hu- 
manity that shines in its noble beauty. 
How, then, is one to tell what is - al- 
lowable and what is not? The only 
way is to follow the lead of the com- 
mon judgment of the refined and edu- 
lands. If your 
judgment does not. coincide with theirs,. 
you may rest assured you are wrong. 
To set your own, convictions up against 
the general conviction of a conscien- 
tious civilization is to be a prig. Of 
course, personally, you do not have to 
look at any pictures or statues unless 
you choose, but you can at least be 
quiet. To proclaim the whole artistic 
world immoral because your own opin- 
ions condemn its works is simply to 
render yourself ridiculous. ‘ 


The human form is the most beauti- 
ful thing God has made, and best fitted 
to convey artistic representations of 
exalted and sublime ideas, and yet, like 
all God’s most perfect things, is capa- 
ble of the most abhorrent perversions. 
its suggestions 
to us be good or evil depends upon the 
drtist’s use of it. He can light it with 
honor and ideality or make it a minis- 
ter of shame. All beauty is danger un- 
less it be lit with moral grandeur; the 
more delightful to the - eye it Is, the 
more complete an instrument of the 
devil it is unless there shine through it 
a divine meaning. The majesty of 
mind and the loftiness of soul alone can 
redeem the flesh. So the masters never 
painted nor sculptured beauty for 
beauty’s sake; to be carnally minded 
would have.been death to their art. It 
was the enthusiasm and exquisite im- 
aginative power of Michael Angelo 
that clothed his naked figures with in- 
spiration. When the artist does not 
possess these superior gifts, when he 
has merely a sensuous skill, the base- 
nees of his hand appears in baseness 
upon his handiwork. For this reason 
much that is called art simply because 
it is nude is no more art than all that 
uses the language of endearment is 
love. 


The principles of Jesus are the prin- 
ciples of art. His teaching is that the 


heart, the soul, the man himself, is the 


moral element in the world. When 
manhood, purity, elevation of thought 
and desire are moulded into the clay 
or mixed into the paint, then the nat- 
ura genius of man becomes a prophet 
in ito work. But when a mere desire to 
please the flesh is the workman’s mo- 
tive, his productions can only be false 
prophets, blind guides, imbruting’ and 
degrading them that behold. There is 
no evil then in the uncovered form of 
the human being; no evil and no good, 
only a dangerously perfect vehicle to 
call men up to be as the gods, or lure 
them into unspeakable swamps where 
the beasts are and the satyrs. 


The designs of Will H. Low upon 
our currency are chaste and fine in 
their conception. His female figures are 
clear-eyed idealizations of certain civic 
ideas impossible to represent in any 
better way. Their pose, their free and 
womanly attitudes subordinate the 
loveliness of the figure to the nobler 
beauty of the ideas. It will be a sad 
day when a mistaken zeal shall compel 
all allegorical figures to appear in 
shirtwaists and long skirts. It is now a 
sad day for the glory of art that we 
must have statues of public men 
dressed in Prince Albert doats and 
bagey\ trousers, 
sculptor and the ruin of painters. Our 
modern clothes are ugly, nonsensical, 
not at all based on reascn, but im- 
posed upon us by most stupid custom. 
Of course we all obey the dictates 
of fashion on pain of becoming eccen- 
tric, but to demand that an artist she!) 
have any leve for the outrageous 
flounces and bags and artificialities of 
our modern garments is to ask an im- 
-possibility. When a future dress reform 
shall give us clothes that mean some- 
thing and are in some measure suited 
to the human form, then we may ex- 
pect the artist to express them by his 


brush and chisel. —

OUR HAWAIIAN POLICY. 


WHAT WOULD IT BE SHOULD AN- 
NEXATION FAIL? 


Ex-Secretary of State Foster Sounds 
a Warning to the Opponents of 
the Treaty—Danger of Our Los- 
ing Pearl Harbor. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Ex-Secre- 
tary of State John W. Foster, who, 
while a member of the Harrison Cabi- 
net, negotiated the first treaty annex- 
ing Hawaii to the United States, and 
who has since visited the islands and 
taken much interest in their acquisi- 
tion, was asked tcday as to the status 
of the annexation question. He said: 

“The opponents in Congress of Ha- 
Waiian annexation will not have dis- 
posed of the question by voting against 
and defeating this measure. Taney 
must decide what shall be the policy 
and conduct of the United States to- 
ward the islands for the future. Hav- 
ing refused the application of the isl- 
and government for ineorporation into 
our Union, such an act necessarily 
carries with it the right of the former 
to determine its own political destiny, 
uninfluenced by considerations affect- 
ing the United States. 

“With the rejection of annexation, 
we must look forward to the certainty 
of the eventual surrender of Pearl 
Harbor, as our occupation would be 
impossible with the islands under the 
domination of a powerful government. 
' “T do not think the islands will pass 
under the dominion of Japan. If the 
people of American origin now in con- 
trol of the government shall be re- 
jected by Congress, they will, in my 
opinion, turn to their kinsmen, the 
English.”’

The defense, it is said, will make 
a strong effort to expunge all testi- 
mony in the present trial that is not 
given in English. Many of the most 
important witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion in the former trial required inter- 
preters, and Lawyer Harmon will fight, 
hard to have this kind of testimony 
ruled out.

The Council will meet in special ses- 
sion this morning at 10 oclook.

LOUISE SMITH GETS DAMAGES FOR 
DEFAMATION: OF CHARACTER. 


Judge Van Dyke Closes the Last 


Chapter in the Sensational 
D’Lisie Case—Cuts the Amount 
for from 850,000 to 
81000, 


The last chapter in the eensational 
Smith-D'Lisle episode was closed , by 
Judge Van Dyke yesterday, damages 
in the sum of $1000 and costs being 
awarded the plaintiff for defamation of 
character, 

The decision was in the nature of a 
vindication of Mrs. Louise Smith of 
the charge of robbery made by Mrs. 
A. G. D’Lisle, about a year ago. 

Mrs. Smith, who resides on Voss ave- 
nue near Freeman. street, and Mrs. 
D’Lisle had been very close friends. 
Mrs. D’Lisle’s husband was a_ pub- 
lisher, who was absent in Mexico, and 
for several weeks Mrs. Smith and Mrs: 
D'Lisle were constant associates. 

Mr. D'Lisle went to the City of Mex- 
ico on business August 15. Before 
leaving he sent his wife to the deposit 
vaults of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank to get $1000, which was a part of 


the money he had deposited there. 
sMrs. Smith accompanied her. 
A few days later Mrs. D'Lisle an- 


nounced that she would join her hus- 
band in Mexico, and upon her request 
was taken to the bank by Mrs. Smith 
in a carriage, Mrs. D’Lisle explaining 
that she desired to draw the balance 
of the money on deposit in the vault 
and take it with her to Mexico. The 
amount, she said, was $5400. Mrs. 
D’Lisle came out of the bank, carrying 
in her hands something which was coyv- 
ered with a light cape. It proved to 
be the money, although it was after- 
ward found that the amount was much 
smaller than that represented by the 
woman. Mrs. Smith’s attorneys proved 
yesterday that it was an utter impos- 
sibility for Mrs. D’Lisle to carry $5400 
in gold coin from the bank to the car- 
Piage without great difficulty. At any 
rate, whatever amount Was drawn was 
placed in the bottom of the carriage 
and the two drove over to the Arcade 
depot, where Mrs. D'’Lisle wished to 
make some arrangements concerning 
her transportation. Just as she was 
about to enter the depot, Mrs. D'Lisle 
said she saw Mrs. Smith fumbling with 
the lap robe and it flashed across her 
mind that Mrs. Smith was robbing 
her. She attended to her errand, how- 
ever, and returned to the carriage a 
few minutes later. She said nothing 
of her suspicions, however, and was 
taken to the Nadeau Hotel, Mrs. Smith 
going home to prepare a lunch. 

When Mrs, D’Lisle entered the hotel 
she asked Manager Chase and one of 
the clerks to accompany her to her 
room and help count the money, as she 
believed she had been robbed. After 
the count had been made Mrs. D’Lisle 
declared that a_ roll of $20 pieces, 
amounting to $600, was missing and ac- 
cused Mrs. Smith of having stolen it. 
Shortly after Mrs. Smith called at 
her room. The madame’s eyes were 
tear-stained. “You are my dearest 
friend,’’ she sobbed in apparent grief, 
“and I hate to do it, but 1 must. You 
stole $600 from me.” Mrs. Smith was 
dumfounded. She attempted to ex- 
plain away any connection with the 
alleged robbery, but the D’Lisle woman 
insisted that she had taken the money. 
She stated that she could not face her 
husband without the full amount he 
had left in the vault. Finally she sug- 
gested that if Mrs. Smith would give 
her $600 she would say nothing more 
about the matter. Mrs. Smith, fearing 


agreed to raise $600 upon her property 
in this city and give 
woman the money upon an individual 
note. Friends afterward persuaded 
her not to carry out her promise. She 
was threatened with prosecution and 
openly branded as a robber by Mrs. 
D’Lisle. At one time, it is alleged in 
the complaint, in the presence of wit- 
nesses, Mrs. D’Lisle declared: 

“She’s got my money. She stole it. 
She stole between $500 and $600 from 
me. I saw her take it. I know she 
has got 

On the following day Mrs. D’Lisle is 
alleged to have said in the presence of 
Henry J. Fleishman and others, “This 
is the woman that stole my money,” 
pointing to Mrs. Smith. Again, on 
September 6, in the presence of several 


‘| persons in the Nadeau Hotel, pointed at 


Mrs. Smith with the exclamation, 
“Here is my thief. She stole my 
money.” 


In the editorial rooms of The Times 
a hair-pulling scrape between the 
two women was narrowly averted. 
Mrs. Smith. visited the office om 
business and while she was there Mrs. 
DLisle appeared. Grasping Mrs. Smith 
by the arm, Mrs. D'Lisle exclaimed, 
“I'll kill you.” 

On the following day Mrs. Smith 
swore out a warrant in Justice Mor- 
rison’s court charging her assailant 
with threats to kill. At the close of the 
trial Justice Morrison ruled that Mrs. 
D'Lisle, being a very nervous and hys- 
terical woman, could not have made 
the threat with true intent to carty. it 
out, and so the case was dismissed. 

Then Mrs, Smith filed a suit for $50,- 
000 damages for defamation of ¢har- 
acter. The suit was not brought to 
trial until yesterday. The defendant did 
not put in an appearance, and no de- 
fense was made. It is understood the 
D'Lislie woman is in Chicago, having 
left the State after the 
filing of the suit to @scape service of pa- 
pers. 

It has long since come to light that 
Mrs. D’Lisle was a thorough Bohemian 
in her habits, with a decided taste for 
champagne and no particular aversion 
to an occasional game of poker. The 
theory set’ forth by the attorneys for 
Mrs. Smith is that she had squandered 
the money and boldly attempted to 
make good the shortage by blackmail 
ing Mrs. Smith. 

Judge Van Dyke, in his decision yes- 
terday expressed hfmeelf as satisfied 
that the whole proceedings were noth- 
ing more than a blackmailing scheme. 
He declined to give judgment for the 
entire amount prayed for, upon the 
ground that he did not believe Mrs. 
Smith's reputation had been seriously 
damaged. Everyone who knew her, he 
said, was thoroughly convinced of her 
innocence, as Was proved by the testi- 
mony. 


A FAULTY INDICTMENT. 


Webb’s Attorneys Attack the Grand 
Jury’s Charges. 

The attorneys for Walter L.. Webb, 
against whom an indictment was filed 
last week by the grand jury for al- 
leged éxtortion, \moVéed that the in-

Smith yesterday afternoon. ; 

Several potmts raised, all but 
one being based upon alleged discrep- 
ancies and technical errors in 
the indictment. It repre- 
sented that the names of three wit- 
nesses were not indorsed upon the in-

the indictment. Dist.-Atty. Donnell 
admitted that the error was a fatal 
one, but contended that Supreme 
Court decisions in Iowa and _ other 
Staies covered the point by giving 
leave to amend in the addition of any 
names of witnesses that might have 
been omitted from the indictment. 

Judge Smith's mind was not en- 
tirely clear upon the point, and he 
announced that he would take the 
matter under advisement, and render 
a decision later on in the afternoon. 
No decision was rendered, however, 
the court stating that his opinion 
would be handed down this morning 
at 9:30 o’clock. 

The validity of the grand jury is at- 
tacked in the demurrer to the indict- 
ment, Webb's attorneys contending 
that the déath of Juror George Irvine 
disqualified the jury, as the mem- 
bership had been reduced to a num- 
ber below that reauired by law. It 
was also alleged that the testimony 
of one of the witnesses was not taken 
before the grand jury until Decem- 
ber 8, one day after the indictment 
had been filed. There was some dis- 
pute over this point, and the stenog- 
ragpher was called. He was not posi- 
live as to dates, and was dismissed.

Against Administrator Kelsey.

ANOTHER OF HIS HOLD-UPS 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


Miss Hawks Asked to Pay for an 
Appointment in the School 
Department. 


CAUCUS HELD AT BARTLETT'S. 


4. 


REMNANT ,OF THE SOLID 
FIXED THE HUGHES JOB. 


Dr. Mathis and Poor Painfally Ex- 
plain That They Were Victims 
of Circumstances—Webb’s 
Hand Again. 


The political methods of Walter 
Webb, the indicted school director, 
exhibit at timés a clumsiness and 


‘stupidity which hardly reflect credit 


upon the would-be dictator of city 
affairgs. His friends are still loudly 
lamenting the occurrences of last 
Monday evening, when Webb made 
one more desperate effort. to regain 
his waning power. Other occurrences, 
quite as interesting, took place earlier 
in the day, though a discreet silence 
was preserved concerning them. 
Monday afternoon a caucus was 
held at Bartlett’s house to programme 
the proceedings of the school board 
meeting which was to occur that 
evening. The affair was quite select, 
invitations being issued only to the 
faithful remnant of. the solid six. 
Whether. because of his characteristic 


| delicacy of feeling, and a conscious- 


ness of his “peculiar position” as an 
indicted official, or because of his per- 
fect confidence in Bartlett, Webb did 
not attend the caucus. He had an in- 
terview with Bartlett earlier in the 
day, so that his presence was not re- 
quired. 

In response to the slogan to which 
they have so often rallied in the past, 
Mathis, Poor and McInerney gath- 
ered at Bartlett’s house. For reasons 
quite beyond thefr control, Adams 
had retired from active duties in the 
school board, and he was not with 
them. 

The topic of discussion was the 
course to be taken in finding a worthy 
successor to the lamented Adams, As 
the mouthpiece of the school board 
boss, Bartlett demanded that each of 
the crowd should agree to, vote for 
immediate action at the evening meet- 
ing. Dr. Mathis says he protested 
that such haste should not be shown 
in filling the vacancy. Poor says he 
absolutely refused to act, at once. 
Bartlett then telephoned for E. T. 
who had been selected by the

"Hostes says he did not take the pe- 
tition to Bartlett’s‘ house, but that it 
was taken there by Tom Strohm. It 
does not seem material who packed the 
petition to the house, for Hughes had 
it in his pocket when he came in. “He 
took it ‘out his pocket and gave 
it to Bartlett,” said Poor last evening. 

The petition -was expected to con- 
vince Mathis and Poor that. the can- 
didate selected by Webb was the 
choice of the Seventh Ward. Poor was 
stubborn, however, and left without 
committing himself, though before the 
‘evening meeting! of the board he con- 
cluded to accept the programme. This, 
he now says, was where he made his 
mistake. 

Dr. Mathis’s position was one pe- 
culiarly deserving of sympahthy. The 
petition lent a most welcome aspect of 
respectability to Webb’s candidate, 
and seemed to presage a return of the 
Ninth Ward boss to power. With the 
thought of Webb’s' restoration, the 
Coroner’s office, toward which Dr. 
Mathis has long been casting wistful 
eyes, seemed to again within reach. 

But there were other considerations 
and the outcome of’ several hours of 
anxious thought was the characteristic 
exhibition of.indecision Which was 
given at the evening meeting. 

Some side light was thrown upon 
Hughes’s candidacy by the element 
that has been active in pushing him for 
the office. Foremost among them has 
been N. B. Walker, a professional beg- 
gar for political employment and a 
faithful follower of Webb principles in 
politics. Walker has held sundry minor 
offices, his latest job having been 
given him by the.solid six of the 
Board of Education. en the school 
census was taken last summer Walker 
was appointed census marshal. He had 
the privilege of appointing all the 
enumerators. gratitude for this 
petty patronage he is now doing yeo- 
man service to carry out Webb’s 
wishes. For days Walker has been 
hard at work drumming up signers for 
Hughes’s petition, buttonholing Coun- 
cilmen and other city officials and do- 
ing all in his power to aid the schemes 
of his boss. Yesterday he headed a 
delegation that visited the City Hall to 
make one more effort to have Adams's 
place filled by appoinment and not. by 
election. 

Hughes hfmself is charged with state- 
ments that are at variance with the 
facts. He was at Bartlett’s house with 
his petition on Monday, and talked 
with Mathis and Poor about his. candi- 
dacy. C. C. Davis says Hughes called 
upon him Tuesday, and in the course 
of conversation, said he did not know 
any of the school directors except Con- 
rey; that he had not talked with any of 
them about accepting the office vacated 
by Adams, and that he had made no 
effort to secure his own appointment. 
.A part of this conversation was in the 
presence of Mr. Conrey. 

Dr. Mathis further explained his part 
in the caucus over the telephone wire 
last night. He said MBartlett  tele- 
phoned to him at 1 p.m. on Monday, in- 
viting him to his house, but saying 
nothing about a caucus. He did not go 
at once, but at 4 p.m. he met Davis, 
Conrey and Kellar, the latter a candi- 
date for Adams’s place, and talked over 
the situation. “Davis and Conrey 
were in favor of Kellar,’ said Dr. 
Mathis, “but it was finally agreed that 
we should not elect a successor to 
Adams that night—that is, unless a 
new phase of the situation should oc- 
cur. Then Bartlett telephoned again, 
and he was very angry because I had 
not called. I went to Bartlett’s, not 
expecting to meet anybody else, and 
Bartlett asked about the election. I 
told him what I had agreed upon, and 
he was very angry, and said we ought 
to take it up at once. Then Poor and 
Hughes came in and Bartlett introduced 
Hughes’ as a candidate, and insisted 
on having the election that night. I 
was very determined, and said I would 
not vote to fill the place unless forced 
to do so. When we got to the board 
that night I voted with Conrey, and 
Davis to postpone the election, but we 
were forced into it, and Conrey and I 
yoted for Hughes. We both withdrew 
our. votes. 

“Now, Iam not in the ‘solid six’ and 
have nothing in comomn with Bartlett. 
I Want to stand with the better ele- 
ment, and do not like to be classed 
with the others. I have been a victim 
of circumstances in my apparent con- 
nection with the solid six, and I con-

Webb. I inferred that Mr. Webb had 
the control of the matter.” 

Adams explained his Hellman-like 
generosity by saying that he took a 
“kindly interest” in Miss Hawks for 
the reason that her brotiher-in-law 
was a personal friend of his. At this 
stage of the game, Miss Hawks d'd 
not suspect that Adams was really 
looking out for his own interests in 
the transaction.

In answer to further questions, Miss 
Hawks said that at first. it seemed to 
her very strange that Adams should 
offer to supply the money for her and 
should then ask her to pay him. . She 
finally came to the conclusion, however, 
that his offer to advance the money 
was a very thin excuse. 

Meserve asked the witness whether 
she was present on the night when 
Adams testified that he asked money 
from no one but the janitor, Cooper. 
Miss Hawks replied that she wag’ pres- 
ent. 
“Were you surprised at his state- 
ment?’ 

“No, I am hardly surprised at any- 
thing in politics,” was the answer. — 

This terminated the examination of 
the witness, and the evening’s proceed- 
ings. Mr. Gibbon said he had expected 
to put on two more witnesses, but they 
were ill and unable to be present. 

Meserve asked whether the prosecu- 
tion proposed to put Mrs. Pitman on 
the stand, but received only an agsur- 
ance from Judge Phillips that it would 
be done if the defense desired.

| DICTIONARY BETTER THAN LAW 


BOOKS IN COURT. 


Street-walkers Given Liberty to 
Ply Their Vocation Openly All 
on Account of the Definition of 

Ome Little Word. 


Justice Owens consults the dictionary 
as well as his law books when he has 
@ question before him that needs eluci- 
dation. If old Noah Webster had been 
present yesterday he probably would 
havé ‘chuckled with satisfaction at the 
deference shown the lexicographer by 


'the able jurist who presides over De- 


partment One of the City Justice Court. 
Old Noah might even have been moved 
to ‘mirth at the consternation created 
in the police department over the defi- 
nition of the word ‘wander’ as inter- 
preted by Justice Madison T. Owens. 

The police feel fhat they have had 
their noses put badly out of joint by 
the court’s insistence on sticking to 
the strict definition of the word as set 
forth in the dictionary, instead of ex- 
éercising. judicial license, as it were, in 
determining the meaning of the word 
as used in the statute defining the 
orime of vagrancy. 

The question came up in the trial of 

Goldos, a young Mexican 
prostitute who pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of vagrancy. The complaint 
against the girl asserted that she was 
“en idle and dissolute pereon, who did 
then and there wander about the 
streets of said oity at late and unusual 
hours of the night; and was then and 
there a loud and dissolute person, who 
did then and .there live in and about 
houses of ill-fame.”’ 
Policeman Lehnhausen, the arresting 
officer, testified to specific acts of the 
defendant which stamped her as a 
prostitute 
testimony was corroborated by that of 
Officet McGraw. The defendant called 
@& number of women of her own class 
who lived in the same house, the 
Waverly, on Third street between Main 
and Los Angeles, to confirm her denial 
of the charges. A colored barber, liv-

TITLE TO YUMA. 
Lands of a Colorado Town Involved 
in Litigation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Sutt has been 
brought in the United States Circuit 
Court for Nebraska by George Emblem 
of this city effecting the whole site of 
Yuma, Colo. If Emblem is successful 
in his suit, he can take possession of 
the land on which 4000 persons are now 
living and of enough more land to make 
up a full quarter section. The Lincoln 
Land Company, a corporation that hes 
established town sites along the Bur- 
lington and Missour! Rallroad would 
be the losers, as it has given guarantee 
deeds to the present owners of the 
property. 

The question to be decided is of great 
interest from a legal standpoint, as well 
as from a financial one. The power of 
Congress to legislate upon the rights of 
parties to the public lands and to set 
aside the general land laws in the in- 
terest of particular individuals is in- 
volved. For 'ten years the fight in the 
case has been going on, but now st-ps 
have been taken to bring the matter 
up for final decision. The quarter sec- 
thm on which Yuma now stands was 
preémpted in 1885 by George F. Weed. 
He did not live on it, but as soon as 
the Burlington and Missouri River road 
built @ line through it, he proved his 
claim and got his deed. He sold a half- 
interest to the townsite company, and 
the-town was started. 

George F. Emblem had tn the mean- 
time contested Weed's title, on the 
ground that Weed had never lived on 
the land in the way that the law r- 
quired, and that perjury had been com- 
mitted in making final proof. A dect- 
sion was finally rendered in Emblem’s 
favor by the Secretary of the Interior, 
and them Congress, in 1834, passed an 
act giving Weed the title. 

For two years mandamvs proceedings 
hung before the Supreme Court, but 
the justices decided they would not 
pass on the constitutionality of the law 
uniess the question came to them in 
reguiar form. The sult begun in the 
Federal Court of Nebraska by.G. W. 
Ambrose, atterney for Emblem, is de- 
signed to bring the case properly to 
final ‘decision.

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HAY DESTROYED. 


ANOTHER BIG BARN AND ITS CON- 
TENTS BURNED. 


Edward Shattuck the Principal 
Loser=—Total Loss is Upwards of 
Thirteen Thousand Dollars—In- 
cendiarism Suspected, 


The large hay barn of Edward §&. 
Shattuck on Twenty-third street near 
Naomi was burned yesterday after- 
noon with-contents, nearly two thou- 
hay, making the 


$13,000. 

The barn was a plain frame struc- 
ture, 120x140 feet’ ground area, and 
was about two-thirds full of hay—bar- 
ley and alfalfa—most of it being of 
this year’s crop. All but 450 tons be- 
longed to Mr. Shattuck, the balance 
being owned by Mrs. E. J. Stoddard 
and William Nimmo. 


Shattuck conducts a feed and fuel 


‘business at No. 1227 South Pearl street 


and did not learn of the fire until his 
loss was complete. His hay, about 
fifteen hundred tons, was insured for 
less than one-third of its value, and 
he’ figures his loss at $8000 to $10,000. 
Mre. Stoddard’s and Nimmo’s hay was 
also insured, but for much less than 
its market value. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but incendiarism is suspected. 

Several loads of hay were removed 
during the morning, the last load leav- 
o'clock. The 
barn was then isecurely locked and no 
one Was seen about the place nor was’ 
any sign of fire noticed until a little 
after 1 o'clock. Shortly after that hour 
people living in the neighborhood were 
startled by a roaring report, similar to 
an explosion. At the same moment a 
column of dense black smoke ~* shot 
through the roof of the barn, high into 
the air. Instantly the whole interior 
of the barn was a blazing mass and in 
an incredibly short space of time the 
Whole building was burned down, but 
leaving a mountain of blazing bales of 
hay that burned for many hours. 

Alarms were rung from three differ- 
ent points soon after the column of 
smoke first appeared, and the fire de- 
partment responded promptly. The 
run was a long one, however, for the 
several companies that turned out, and 
the water pressure was found to be 
very deficient. It was impossible for 
the firemen to save the barn or any of 
its contents, so they directed their at- 
tention to saving adjacent property. 
Several cottages’ in close proximity to 
the burning barn would undoubtedly 
have been destroyed, as would a small 
barn on the same lot, but for the work 
of the firemen, who remained on guard 
many weary hours. Late last night 
the pyramid of burning hay was still 
at white heat. 

How the fire gained such headway 

before it was noticed is a mystery. The 
explosion and column of black smoke 
that first attracted attention suggested 
petroleum, but the general accepted 
theory is that the fire once started on 
the inside, spread rapidly over the sur- 
face of the piled-up hay, and that the 
roof and walls of the building, which 
were comparatively tight, confined the 
heat and smoke until the pressure be- 
came so great that they burst through 
the roof, which accounts for the report 
and the puff of smoke suddenly as- 
cending to the sky. 
The mass of thick smoke that was 
projected upward détached itself from 
the column of lighter smoke that fol- 
lowed the admission of air to the build- 
ing, and ascended to such a height that 
it partly obscured the sun. The result 
of the partial obscuration was the 
casting of a copper-colored light over 
the city that attracted the attention of 
everybody, and thousands of eyes were 
turned toward the sun that. shone 
feebly through the cloud. As no smoke 
could be seen following the cloud, the 
cause of the phenomenon was some- 
what mysterious to many. 

Two reasons are advanced for. the 
theory that the fire might have been of 
incendiary origin. One is the fact that 
another/large barn containing an im- 
was burned 
several weeks ago, the loss thereof en- 
hancing the value of hay in other 
hands. Yesterday’s loss will still 
further bull the hay market, and it has 
been suggested that the fire may have 
been started in the interest of other 
hay dealers. 

The second reason advanced for pos- 
Bible incendiarism lies in the fact that 
the hay barn was very objectionable to 
residents of the neighborhood. Mr. 
Shattuck, when asked whether. he sus- 
pected that the barn had been inten- 


tionally fired, said he did not like to 


express an opinion. 
“There were onty a few houses in the 
neighborhood when I built the barn,” 


he, “but others have bees erected 


around it. The occupants of some of 
these found the barn very objectionable 
and complained about it, but I would 
not like to insinuate that any-of these 
took this method of getting rid of what 
they considered a nuisance. Iam ata 
loss to know how the fire originated 
but time may tell.”

SEARCH FOR THE VAL 
VERDE MINE ACCOUNTS, 


VAIN 


Now NeHeved That Wilde Destroyed 
Such Rooks as He Knew Would 
Implieate “Him in Frandalent 
Transactions, 


“Whether James S. Wilde, late sec- 
retary of our company, sold an over- 
issue of the Val Verde mining stock 
or not. we do not know,” said W. A. 
Harris, the attorney of the Rands- 
burg Mining, Milling and Water Sup- 


ply Company, which owns the Vat 
Verde mine. Mr. Harris” returned 
from Randsburg yesterday, and will 


now enter upon a systematic hunt for 
the books of the company, which 
should be in the secretary's office, 
cepecially the stock book. 

“If I should say to you that Mr. and 
Mrs. Burcham, who practically own 
the Val Verde mine, know less than 
you do about Mr. Wilde's movements, 
I would only be stating the absolute 
facts,”’ he continued. 

“When I reached Randsburg, C. A. 
Bureham, president of the Val Verde 
company, asked me about Wilde. He 
has been trying for a month or more 
to get at Wilde’s books, and especially 
his stock book, but without success. 
When Wilde was removed from office, 
on November 16 last, a demand was 


made upon him for ‘the company’s 
books and the seal, but he never re- 
plied to the demand, and nobody 


knows where his books are. It _ is 
probable he has destroyed the bcoks 
tha: would implicate him in any 
fraudulent transactions, and, if he 
has, as stated, issued certificates of 
stock in blank, without name of pur- 
chaser or date of purchase, it will be 
extremely difficult to separate the gen- 
uine from the spurious certificates. 

“Mr. Wilde left the city with a 
Miss Truesdale. She kept a lodging- 
hous? at No. 957 Orange street, and 
Mr. Wilde lived in her house. after 
his wife went to England? Several 
weeks ago Miss Truesdale auctioned 
off her furniture. Her flat was ele- 
gantly furnished, but she _ sacrificed 
everything. I lived a few doors from 
her before moving to my present reési- 
dence, and I know that she sold her 
furniture for what she could get. No- 
body imagined ror a moment that she 
and Wilde were going to leave to- 
gether. Wilde was a man who had 
been in a hank here. and was trusted 
hy Mr. and Mrs. Burcham in every 
way. Just what he has done, we do 
no! know. We will have to get at 
his books first and find out, if we 
can, what his transactions were 
previous to his leavine. The hocks, 
and only the books, will establish the 
liability of the Val Verde *’comnapy 
for his frapdulent acts, if there haye 
teen any. At present I cannot see. 
under the law, how any certificates of 
stock issued poy Wilde without date 
and without the name of the nur- 
chaser filled in, can be considered as 
valid. ‘The law requires that the stubs 
of stock certificates shall show to 
whom the stock was issued, when it 
was issued, and what amount was 
paid for it, if anything. Remember, I 
do not say that a single share of stock 
issued bv Wilde is bogus or fraudu- 
lent, because. so far. I have no 
means of knowing what he has issued 
or to whom he has issued it. 

“For me to say anything about the 
Val Verde mine now, would be un- 
wise, but I certainly can tell you 
something about Randshburg in n- 
eral. that will be of interest. Tt is 
destined to he the greatest mining 
eamnp ever known in California. The

ANNEXATION SENATORS. 


Republicans Who Violate Party Ob- 
ligations. Will Hear Something 
Drop—Cuban and Hawalian Af- 
fairs to the Front.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The Com- 
mittee on Ifvalid Pensions’ of the 

House of Representatives, has adopted 

& resolution providing for the enact- 

ment of a law to protect old soldiers 


in the future from the machinations 


of designing women. It is provided in 
the new bjll that no woman who 
marries a soldier after the passage of 
this ‘act shall be entitled to pension 


and no pension shall accrue to chil- 
dren resulting from such union, After 
the revolutionary war, the war of 
1812, and the Mexican war, aged 
veterans married young girls who be- 
came their wives for the purpose of 
becoming their pensioners. This prac- 
tice has obtained: to a great extent 
Since the civil war, and it is .the 
determination of the committee to stop 
this practice by law. 

It is conceded at the Senate .today, 
by leaders of both political parties, 
that the treaty providing for the an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands will 
not be ratified by the necessary two- 
thirds vote of the Senate. The. ma- 
jority of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations will continue to- keep the. 
subject to the front with a hope that 
the pendulum of time may § swing 
backward and cause a revolution in 
public sentiment which will compel 
the ratification of the treaty. The Re- 
publican Senators who have. been re- 
cently opposing the treaty ratifica- 
tion will receive the distinguished 
compliments of President McKinley 
in the near future. A member of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, wiio 
has recently conversed with tha Pres- 
ident, says that those Senators wno 
violate party obligations may look in 
vain for favors from the executive 
branch of the government. 

Speaker Reed, in charge of the 
House of Representatives and direct- 
ing its policy, will also have reason 
to give considerable thought to his 
political future, before his opposition 
to Hawaiian annexation is carried to 
success. The Speaker and recalcitrant 
Republican Senators will be given to 
officially understand that the Repub- 
lican party platform, adopted at St. 
Louis in June, 1896, contained a dec- 
laration which” must not be ignored. 
The party platform contains the fol- 
lowing language: ‘Our foreign policy 
should be at all times firm, vigorous, 
dignified, and all our interests in 
the Western’ Hemisphere carefully 
watched and-guarded. The Hawaiian 
Islands should be controlled by’ the 
TWnited States and no foreign’ power: 
should he permitted to interfere with 
them; the Nicaragua Canal should be 
built, owned and operated by _ the 
and by the purchase 
of the Danish Islands we should se- 
cure a proper and much-needed naval 
station in the West Indies.” 

‘Senator Burrows of Michigan Says: 
“The declaration concerning. Hawaiian 
affairs was a declaration in favor of 
the Monroe doctrine. If we fail to 
annex Hawaii at this time, Japan or 
some other country will proceed to take 
possession of these islands. Then, in 
maintemance of the Monroe. doctrine, 
it will be necessary for us to fight 
some foreign nation for the possession 
of Hawaii. It would be much. better 
for us to.take. possession in a peace- 
able manner.” 


Strange as it may appear, certain: 


Senators are playing Cuba against Ha- 
waili,: regardless of the merits of the 
claims of the annexation(sts. The 


Cuban sympathizers drop all idea of 


merit and simply say that Cuba must 
be free or Hawaii may go to the Jap- 
anese or to any other power. 
will not argue the ‘point, but simply 
utter. their ultimatum... The Senators 
who believe in annexation as a pa- 
triotic necessity, for the present and 
for the future, view this element in the 
equation with alarm. It is an element 
which possesses power, and commands 
recognition, but which carries no argu- 
ment beyond the argument of force, 
and they hesitate to yield to it. 

There is an element of inharmony in 
the deliberations of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. It is greatly to be 
regretted, but it exists. Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama and Senator Turpie 
of Indiana, both Democrats and both 
possessed of superior ability, are bitter 
enemies. Senators who understand the 
situation are inclined to place the 
blame upon Senator Morgan, who is 
more aggressive and earnest than dip- 
lomatic. It is said that in the meet- 
ings of the committee, as well as upon 
the floor of the Senate, there have 
been many collisions between these 
statesmen. Senator Turpie is a schol- 
arly man, an international lawyer and 
a thorough patriot; but he is as gentle 
He avoids quarrels and 
bickerings ‘and contents himself with. 
logical statements of propositions. ™ 
‘+ Senator Morgan, on the contrary, is 
dogmatic and sneers at alJl opposition. 
He is sarcastic and sometimes abso- 
lutely careless of the feelings of others. 
Under the circumstances, the intense 
earnestness of Morgan for annexation 
of Hawaii tends to silence Turpie, who 
does not like to aggressively agree 
with the man who has so bitterly op- 
posed’ him on all occasions. ° 

Senator Spooner of Wisconsin is one 
of the Republican Senators who is op- 
posed to Hawaiian annexation, and he 
is a thorn in the side of those who be- 
lieve in,carrying out the . Republican 
platform of declaration. He says, how- 
ever, that he is not really opposed to 
the adoption of the treaty. On the con- 
trary, he is withholding his judgment 
until he has heard all of the arguments 
bbe are to be made in executive ses- 
sion. 

The arrival of- Japanese Envoy Hoshi 
in this country is regarded as likely to 
cause @ change of public sentiment in 
favor of annexation. Our people are 


mercurial as the French at times: and. 


when they see the anxiety of,Japan to 
contend for Hawaii they are expected 
to show their resentment by expres- 
sions of public opinion which may af- 
fect the views of their representatives 
in the national capital. It is helieved 
and hoped by the friends of annexation 
that this may be the result of Hoshi’s 
presence here. | 

In the mean time, organized lobbies 
are at work for and against Hawalian 
annexation as well as for and. against 
Cuban independence. These are great 
affairs, and money is being expended 
on both sides of both questions. As is 
customary with the principal parties in 
such large transactions, -they are em- 
ploying ex-Congréssmen and _  ex-Sen- 
ators as their attorneys: and they 
might as well throw their money down 


‘rat holes, for the discredited statesmen 


are without votes and without influ- 
ence. They are also spending money 
on some Washington correspondents, 
not realizing the fact that the corre- 
spondents are merely hired men, who 
cannot use the columns of the newspa- 
pers they represent without commit- 
ting the error of blackening their own 
reputations and losing their positions. 

The Spanish legation seems to have 
‘a man in Cuba who is writing daily 
letters to a Washington newspaper 
and to other papers, trying to demon- 
strate that autonomy is popular. The 
Cuban legation seems to have an- 
other man in Havana, who writes syn- 
dicate letters to papers in this country 
demonstrating that autonomy is a fail- 
ure.

A REVENUE SAVER. 


DEGRAFF BILL,

EXPENSES REDUCED BY rie - 
| 
Remarkable Decrease’ of the Mile- 
of United States Attorneys 
and Marshals Who Travel on 
Railroad Passes. 


(SPECLAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec: 9.—The Upde- 
graff Bill, which was passed during 
the Fifty-fourth Congress, revising the 
system of mileage and per diem pay- 
ments of. United States attorneys, 
marshals and their employés of the 
Department of Justice, has proved to 
be a great revenue saver for the. gov- 
ernment. The officials of the Depart- 
ment of Justice have recently been 
making comparative statements of the 
expenses, and they find that approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 per annum will be 
saved by the new method. On mileage 
of the United States attorneys alone 
a ditference of. $80,000 has been dis- 
covered in favor. of the government, 
For the year 1896 the mileage of the 
United States attorneys amoufited to 
$86,325.50. The expense for the same 
officials for mileage in 1897 amounted 
to only $7199.52. The United States At- 
torney for Minnesota expended § for 
mileage in 1896, $4395.80, while for the 
year 1897 the same official expended 
Only $87.60. For the Northern District 
of Iowa, the United States Attorney 
in 1896 expended $4516.20, while for 
1897 he expended only $106.24. The at- 
torney for the Southern District of 
Iowa expended in 1896, $1601.90, while 
for the year 1897 that official only ex- 
pended $311.17. As a further example 
of the economy of this new measure, 


it may be stated that the United 
States Attorney for Northern New 
York, in 1896, expended for mile- 


age $6550.40, while for the present year 
that official snly expended $417.07. 

The total amount saved for witness 
fees during the past year under the 
operation of this law was $800,000. 

The amount of money to be saved 
in the mileage of United States at- 
torneys and United States marshals 
is very great. Under the old law 
these officials, who always had their 
pockets filled ;with railroad passes, 


‘charged the government with mileage 


on every occasion. Now, under the 
new law, they are obliged to make oath 
that they expended money for mileage, 
and hence under the new law the gov- 
ernment gets the benefit of the rail- 
road passes which are carried by these 
Officials, as they cannot perjure them- 
selves for the small amount to be saved 
on each trip. 

The enactment of this important 
measure is primarily due to the work 
of Congressman Updegraff of Mc- 
Gregor, Iowa. It is not an unkindness 
to say that Mr. Updegraff has been 
one of the most ‘unobtrusive members 
of the House of Representatives’ and 
one of the least known. Although he is 
a powerful orator, he very seldom ut- 
ters a word on the floor of the House 
of Representatives. Although he is en- 
tertaining in a small coterie of friends, 
he never indUlges in gossip of the 
cloak. rooms to secure notoriety..Neyer- 
theless he is a prodigious brain-worker 
and can accomplish a great amount of 
legislation of value to his people’ by 
his quiet method of going from man to 
man to explain the business which he 
has on hand. 

The Updegraff Bill, which has 
wrought such a wonderful change’ in 
the affairs of the Department of Jus- 
tice, was passed by both houses of 
Congress a little more than a_ year 
ago without’any blowing of trumpets. 
When Mr. Updegraff was this morning 
informed of the fact that computations 
in the department showed that the bill | 
bearing his name is now a law which 
Saves the country more than $2,000,000 
per annum, he simply said: “I am glad | 
to hear it. The people sent me here to 
do a little business for them, and I am 
now satisfied that I am earning my 
salary.”’

RETURNED PROSPERITY. Among 
the many sure signs of better times is 
the fact that the business failures in 
the United States were less in number 
and amount of liabilities in November, 
1897, than during the same month for 
several years preceding. According to 
Dun’s Review the showing would have 
been still more favorable this year but 
for the fact that the failures last, 


month were swelled by three of excep-° 


tional magnitude—a Minnesota capital- 
ist for $1,470,000, a Wisconsin lumber 
concern, including several minor cor- 
porations, all practically owned by 
one man, for $1,250,000, and a publish- 
ing house in Chicago for $800,000. These 
failures all sprang from causes quite 
apart from the existing state of busi- 
ness, and cover $38,520,000 of the liabil- 
ities, leaving only = $8,090,195 for 1038 
other failures in various branches of 
industry and trade. But for these the 
liabilities in November would have 
been smaller than in August, Septem- 
ber or October, Whereas they fell but 
about $1,100,000 below those of Novem- 
ber, 1896. 


COMMERCIAL, 


DECIDUOUS FRUIT EXCHANGES. 
R. Sprague, general organizer of 
growers, reports. 
that a number of local exchanges will 
be organized within the next ten days. 
He finds that there is a great deal of 
jnertia to be overcome among the or- 
chardists, who are prone to drift along 
without any organized effort at finding 
a market for their products. It is hard 
to open their eyes to the fact that the 
interests of one are the interests of all, 
and to overcome the mistrust that or- 
ganization is designed to benefit only 
a few at the expense of many. But 
the success of the citrus-growers’ or- 
ganizations is a powerful incentive to 
overcome prejudice, and Mr. Sprague 
does not consider his task an entirely 
hopeless one. The aim is to organize 
local associations controlled by local 
stockholders, to secure efficient grad- 
Ing, curing and packing of fruit. Rep- 
resentatives from several of these local 
associations will constitute the local 
exchange to look after the interests of 
the district as a whole, and to central- 
ize, so far as may be necessary, the 
work of the several associations. Then 
there will be a central exchange, com- 
posed of representatives from the sev- 
eral local exchanges, to conduct the 
business of shipping and selling the 


_ product through their own agents or 


otherwise, according to well-established 
businees methods, and with regard to 
strict justicé to ali interests involved. 
The general plan is essentially that 
pon which the citrus-fruit growers of 

uthern California are so generally 
organized. Headquarters of the new 
movement will be in room 5 of the 
Chamber of Commerce for the present. 


EXHIBITS FOR EUROPE. The 
project of raising $10,000 to advertise 
California fruits in Europe seems to 
have been taken up in earnest* by the 
ruit-growers of Northern California. 
in addition to the $1000 pledged at the 
late State Fruit-Growers’ Convention at 
Bacramento, $2000 has been subscribed 
by business men and orchardists of 
Sacramento county. A convention of 
fruit-growers in Sutter county was held 
yesterday af, Yuba City to take similar 
action. Soutbern California is expected 
to contribute a good portion of the $10,- 
000 required. Inasmuch as no Iess than 
$9000 has recently been raised by sub- 
scription, principally in Los Angeles 
county, for extending California mar- 
kets, subscriptions may be a little slow 
at this time. The trouble with these 
subscriptions is that a few public-spir- 
ited citizens are usually expected to 
contribute nearly all the money raised 
for furthering the interest of an entire 
community. There are many producers 


_ who would be and are benefited by judi- 


cious advertisng, but who have not yet 
contributed anything toward any such 
fund. Let them come forward and sub- 
scribe liberally of their substance for 
creating a market for California prod- 
ucts in Europe. The results achieved 
by the California exhibit at the Ham- 
burg Exposition suggested the idea of 
placing similar exhibits in various Eu- 
ropean cities, but the thing cannot be 
done without money, hence the move- 
ment to raise $10,000 for the purpose. 


FRUITS FOR ARIZONA. ‘Los An- 
geles is becoming quite a distributing 
center for the Southwest. One Los An- 

eles-street produce-house shipped 700 

oxes of fancy apples and twenty-five 
crates of bananas, the gvhole making 
a big carload, to Phoenix, Ariz., yes- 
terday, for the Christmas trade. This 
{fs but one of many such shipments 
made to Arizona and Southern Califor- 
nia points as far north as Fresno. 


PERSIAN DATES. The first Persian 
dates to reach Los Angeles this season 
arrived in the city yesterday. The con- 
signment consists of 100 boxes, original 
packages, which arrived in New York 
by steamer November 27, the delay in 
the customhouse and the work of trans- 
shipping having taken only eighteen 
days, which is considered record-break- 
ing time for such freight. The fruit 
will be put on the market at 9 cents a 
pound for the jobbing trade. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BICYCLE PBOBABILITIES. The 
St. Paul Trade Journal makes the fol- 
lowing prognostications in regard to 
the bicycle trade for the season of 
1898, that are probably about correct. 
Leastwise, the bicycle manufacturers’ 
catalogues for next year make it ap- 
pear that such is the outlook: 

“From all appearances some half a 
dozen styles of chainless bicycles will 
be put upon the market for the spring 
trade of 1898. These will vary in price 
‘at from $75 to $125 each, and will be 
quite freely purchased, although it is 
hardly too much to say that the change 
from chain to gear is not generally ac- 
knowledged as yet to be an unmixed 
improvement. The crank hangers this 
peason will in most machines be placed 
lower than last season. The wooden 
handle bar is said to have had its brief 
day of popularity, and the majority 
svill go back to metallic bars.

Real oysters are 
scarce in Paris, but some French genius 
has undertaken to make up the de- 
ficiency in the supply by inventing arti- 
f e Which

cleverly made that only an expert can 
tell them from the genuine article. 
Taken with lemon juice or vinegar and 
Washed down with white wine they 
are said to make a very fair substi- 
tute for the real raw oyster. The only

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—There was no strongly 
developed feeling either way at the opening 
in wheat. Prices were substantially the same 
as at the close yesterday. Most of the firm 
feeling was imparted soon after the opening 
by a cablegram from the Liverpool Corn 
Trade News, stating that only five Argentine 
steamers had been fixed as yet, meaning 
that only that many so far had been char- 
tered for shipment of wheat. It also quoted 
Goodwin, the Argentine authority, as saying 
arrivals in Europe would not be before April. 
A private Paris cablegram ridiculed the state- 
ment that France would only need to import 
20,000,000 bushels foreign wheat from Novem- 
ber 1, to the end of the crop year, stating 
their estimate of requirements for that time 
at 60,000,000 bushels, and that bakers’ and 
millers’ stocks were small and farmers’ ¢de- 
liveries light. These statements caused mod- 
erate covering by the more timid shorts, the 
price of May advancing in consequence. But 
the dullness of the trading militated against 
any sustafned advance and prices slowly slid 
off again to 905g, though not without several 
slight rallies. Primary receipts amounted al- 
together to 882.465 bushels against 289.950 
bushels the previous year. Export clearances 
from Atlantic ports amounted to 315,000 bush- 
els in wheat and flour. A second cablegram 
in the Liverpool Corn Trade News reported, 
Official statistics of wheat and flour consump- 
tion in Germany and Belgium for November, 
much smaller than in that month last year, 
May touched 90%, the low point on that fu- 
ture. Bradstreet’s reported the world’s visible 
increased by 183,000 bushels. The temporary

Will not be Able to’ Enter London 
Society.

Until the resolution was passed a 
member of the club had a right to pass 
into the Jockey Club inclosures -and 
into the private stands any woman 
whom he saw fit 

There has been a general impression 
that Mrs. Langtry had the freedom of 
the tracks. Until the death cf ker 
husband, two months ago, she was kept 
out of the inclosures and privatt stands 
of the Jockey Club. 

It was on the day her husband died, 
when her horse Merman won the zreat 
event of the year at Newmarket and 
nearly £100,000 for Mrs. Langtry, that 
the Prince of Wales conducted her into 
the inclosure and within the pale ‘of 
the Jockey Club’s society. This act— 
it has generally been called a breach 
on the part of His Royal Highness— 
made a great stir. It was commented 
upon most unfavorably. Even the 
newspapers deplored it. 

This recognition by the Prince of 
Wales gave rise to the rumor that Mrs. 
Langtry would try to regain her old 
place in society, and that in this effort 
she would be backed by the Prince of 
Wales’s influence. As a matter of fact, 
it is doubtful if Mrs. Langtry has any 
great desire to get into society again, 
and it is absolutely certain that she 
could not do so if she tried.

Warner's make-up as a farmer is an 
excellent one. He to dressed in a suit 
of jeans with a yellow canvas jumper 
and a thick woolen cap.. His face is 
covered with a thick growth of beard. 
In spite of his disguise, however, cer- 
tain lines of refinement in his face be- 
trayed him as a man of education and 
led to his arrest. aS 

Warner told briefly how he escaped 
from the East and eluded the Officers 80 
long. He had been in hiding in Jersey 
City for some time, he said, and becom- 
ing tired of his concealment, decided 
to give himself up.

THE PUBLIC, 


George Hass Fined for Disturbing 
the Peace—Better Roads Society 
Hard at Work—Officers of Sun- 
day-school Hoard of Methodist

PASADENA, Dec. 15.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] George Haas, who was arrested 
last evening on the charge of assault with 
a pistol upon his wife, and also with disturb- 
ing the peace, at the home of the Haas fam- 
ily on South Pasadena avenue, was before 
Recorder Rossiter this forenoon to plead to 
the chérges, 

In response to the charge of assault with 
a loaded weapon upon his wife, he pleaded 
not guilty and Mrs. Haas positively refused 
to testify against him and, in fact, denivd 
that he had shot at her, though neighobrs 
who saw her run out of the house just 
after the shooting with her nose bleeding, 
State that she said he had shot her and 
they certainly heard the report of the pistol. 
Upon Haas, when arrested, a five-chambered 
revolver was found with one chamber con- 
taining an empty shell. As none of the 
neighbors saw the shot fired and Mrs. Haas 
refused to testify, the charge of assault was 
withdrawn, and the trial proceeded upon the 
disturbing the peace basis. Haas stated that 
he had been at work for several weeks, but 
yesterday laid off and went to Los Angeles 
and purchased $2 worth of alcohol, his favor- 
ite beverage, and loaded up. 

Haas pleaded guilty to the charge of dis- 
turbing the peace, and Judge Rossiter took 
the matter of sentence temporarily under ad- 
visement, saying he did not wish to deprive 
the family of the proceeds of the labors 
of the father of the family. This afterncen 
he, however, sentenced Haas to pay a fine 
of $75, or serve seventy-five days.

Question of a Veteran’s Exemption 
from Municipal License Tax. 
SANTA MONICA, Dec. 15.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The.case of the town of Santa 
Monica vs. Edinger, which is on appeal, was 
*Raard in part before Superior Judge Clark 
Meesday, and was continued till Monday. 
The case is one involving the right of an 
prmy veteran to do certain kinds of business 
without paying a municipal license tatx. The 
@efendant opened a fruit stand in this city 
ast June. ‘hen the usual city license was 
cage tee of him he refused to pay it, on 
e ground that he was a veteran exempt 
com paying such license. He claimed ex- 
emption under the law providing that au 
honorably-discharged disabled veteran of the 
army or navy may ‘“‘hawk, vend or cry wares”’ 
without payment of license tax either muni- 
cipal or county. The town refused to recog- 
nize his case as coming under the provis- 
fons of the law in question, and proceeded 
to attach his stock. The case was tried in 
Justice Wells's court and was decided in fa- 
vor of the city. The defendant appealed. 
The town’s contention is that to “hawk, 


or cry’’ wares does not’ cover the keep- 


ing of 4 store as the defendant did, and that 

Ss unsupported assertion, made by him 

hen the license was demanded was not suf- 
Ycient to’ entitle him to immunity from. the 
license ordinance.

‘Ordinance Fixing the Salary of the 
Town Attorney—Two Widely- 
differing Bills for the Same 
Printing—Progress on the Mon- 
talvo Railroad. 


VENTURA, Dec. 14.—[Regular  Corre- 
spondence.] The Town Council met in regu- 
lar session last night. An ordinance fixing 
the Town Attorney’s compensation at $25 
per month was passed. An ordinance was 
also passed, raising the bonds of the Town 
Marshal from. $1500 to $5000, and another 
making the Town Marshal street commis- 
sioner. 

The bonds of the successful candidates for 
clerk and marshal at the recent municipai 
election, J. F. Newby and J. M. Kaiser, 
were approved, as was also the bond of Y. 
Obiols, a commissioner to open two new 
streets. 

Two printing bills were allowed, which 
caused considerable discussion. The Demo- 
crat presented a bill of $6.04 for four inser- 
tions of a notice of the recent election. The 
Free Press presented a bill for $25 for pub- 
lishing the same election notice five times. 
The Free Press bill was allowed for $20. 
The reason for this difference in the bills 
for the same work is that the Democrat is 


under contract to do the town printing at 


the rate of 12 cents per square, first inser- 
tion, and 4 cents per square for each subse- 
quent insertion. The Free Press is not un- 
der contract, and so charges the maximum 
rate. This morning, when discussing the 
matter, Town Clerk Newby stated that some 
fifteen years ago the Signal and Free Press 
were bitterly fighting each other, and that 
the contract for town printing was let to 
the Free Press at one-quarter of a cent nr 
square. H. G. McLean was at that time 
proprietor of the Free Press. 
THE MONTALVO RAILROAD. 

H. E. Huntington and Chief Engineer Hocd 
were at Montalvo yesterday, inspecting the 
road that is now being constructed from 
Montalvo to the beet-sugar factory. The 
graders are now at work in the Santa Clara 
River bed. e roadbed has been com- 
pleted from Montalvo to the bank of the 
river. A temporary track will be laid across 
the river, so that material for the con- 
struction of the factory and also the machin- 
ery may be immediately transported to the 
factory site. The laying of track will com- 
mence soon, and will continue at the rate of 
three-quarters of a mile per day.

SAN JACINTO, Dec. 15.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The depot at Hemet burned yes- 
terday at noon. The origin of the fire is not 
known. The agent, who recently came to 
Hemet from South Riverside, left the depot 
alone while he went to dinner, but first filled 
the stove full of wood, and probably things 
got so hot in the vicinity that it was a case 
of general combustion.

Throughout this whole section there 
is a tendency to improvement of old dwell- 
ings and the erection of new ones, which 
speaks plainly of continued and rapid growth 
in prosperity and population. 

At last the citric acid factory at North 


‘Ontario is in operation and many lemons wil] 


be utilized which would otherwise go to 
waste. Farmers have evidently been eoxpecting 
too much from this factory, 
many of them have expected to receive for 
culls as much as they get fer first-class 
fruit. Naturally they are somewhat disan- 
pointed, but while the amount paid falls con- 
siderably below the price of sound fruit, it 
will add considerably to the gross revenue 
of the growers. The benefit of this establish- 
ment will not be limited’ to Ontaio, as it is 
expected to bring in lemons from other pro- 
ducing sections, while the importation of 
limes from Mexico is not improbable. As 
they yield double the quantity of acid ob- 
tained from lemons, they are considerably 
sought after.

| Words of Praise for the Conduct 
of Most of the Officers—The 
Phoenix Suicide Was not Fh.

|} SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 15.—[Regular 
Correspondence.]

A summary of the report follows: 

Supervisors—Some of the road records are 
incomplete and an early and full record of 
county r 8 is advised. The allowance to in- 
digents is} deemed extravagant, and a re- 
duction to actual necessities and a more 
careful scrutiny of applicants for aid i: 
recommended. Hercic treatment of the hobo 

element is recommended, embracing the rock 
pile and no luxuries. Some ecarcasm over 
the new Courthouse is indulged in. The 
principal part of the building is said to 
be on the “outside,”” and while deemed an 
expensive luxury and beyond the needs of the 
county, the early completion of the structure 
is recommended, and at the least possible 
expense. 

The Treasurer, Tax Assessor and Tax Col- 
lector’s departments are found to be above 
criticism. 

County Clerk—‘‘The records of this office,”’ 
Says the report, ‘‘are kept in a neat and cor- 
rect manner, and have been so systematized 
as to give the best results to the officials, and 
to the public.’’ 

Recorder—‘‘Financial transactions correct, 
and office kept in a businesslike manner.”’ 

Auditor—“‘Books neat, comprehensive and 
earrect.’’ 

Superintendent of Schools—Everything per- 
taining to this office found to be correct. 

Public Administrator—‘‘Find reports of this 
office are filed regularly, fees figured ccr- 
rectly, and expenses incurred show no unnec- 
essary extravagance.”’ 

Sheriff—Financial transactions correct. The 
report recommends, as a great saving to the 
county, that the Sheriff, before issuing sub- 
poenas for jurors, should ascertain that they 
are on the assessment roll. 

The county jail is reported to be in good 
condition, except the lights and plumbing, 
which need attention. 

District Attorney—The affairs of this office 
receive favorable comment. It is recom- 
mended that the District Attorney take 
prompt action to abate the Chino Creek 
waste-water offal nuisance. Aggressive action 
is also urged in suppressing nickel-in-the- 
slot machines, and other gambling devices, in- 
cluding the giving of tickets with» mer- 
chandise, entitling the holder to a chance 
at some specified article. 

Surveyor—Office in good condition. The ac- 
tion of the last Legislature in placing this 
office upon a salary basis is commmended. 

Coroner—‘‘We find in a number of cases 
no testimony of inquests on file,in the Clerk’s 
office. The Coroner has turned the effects 
found on deceased, over to relations, without 
taking a receipt for the same, and other 
carelessness is noted in conducting the duties 
of the office, that should not be allowed to 
continue.”’ 

Health Officer—The report recommends that 
this officer should be required to keep a

Another Step in the Persecution of 
Public School Teachers. 
POMONA, Dec. 15.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] The meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation Tuesday evening developed another 
step in the persecution of the Superintendent 
of Schools and the teachers of the High 
School by the minority of the board. The 
leader of the persecution is the president 
of the board, F. K. Adams, but Tuesday 
evening he was joined openly by §&choul 
Trustee Crabb, who has heretofore been an 

uncertain element in the affair. 

The occasion of this outbreak was the 
charge against Prof. Guttery, Superintendent 
of Schools, of having excessively punished 
Guy Rush. There was little evidence intro- 
duced on the subject of the direct charge, and 
what was presented was a duplicate of that 
given at the trial of Prof. Guttery Saturday 
for battery, when the jury found a verdict 
of acquittal on the first ballot. It was shown, 
however, by the testimony of the teachers, 
that this was not the first time in which Guy 
had defied their authority. 

Mr. Crabb was appointed principal in- 
-quisitor and he directed the testimony of 
the evening to finding out the opinion of 
the boys regarding the rules which forbade 
them tramping while marching into the 
building, and committing similar offenses. It 
was shown that at the beginning of the year 
there were wery few rules, but the boys had 
so far infringed on the rights of one an- 
other that additional rules became necessary 
_to keep them in crder. , 

Throughout the session Messrs. Crabb and 
Adams held these rules and the teacher, who 
enforced them up to the ridicule and con- 
tempt of the lange number of pupils and 
others present. is was especially not'ce- 
rable while Miss Crabb, one of the High 
School teachers, was testifying, and that 
teacher was severely thus 
openly in the presence of her pupils, by 
Crabb, while the pupils repeatedly burst out 
into boisterous laughter at the humiliation 
of their teacher, which President Adams 
made no effort to check. 

Other members of the board, who made 
an effort to check the humiliation of the 
teachers by Messrs. Adams and Crabb, were 
pounced upon by the latter, and at times it 
looked as though the meeting would cud in 
a free fight.. Mr. Crabb went so far as to 
assert that Secretary Bishop had no right 
to sit in judgment on the case of Prof. Gut- 
tery, because he had happened to be present 
when the chastisement was administered and 
was consequently forced to testify in the 
cane. 

Seeing how completely the other witnesses 
had been humiliated by the minority of the 
board, and unwilling to put himself in a 
position ta be he'd up to the ridicule of the 
pupils present, Prof. Guttery. positively re- 
fused to testify in the case. 

It was near midnight when the assault on 
the teachers of the High School, by_ the 
minority of the board wore itself Sut, and the 
board adjourned until .next Tuesday, when 
the findings will be made public.

This was 
taken by the entire graduating class as a 
summons on the part of the president of 
the board to leave. The class then rese in 
a body and a contest was thus raised be- 
tween the authority of the teacher and the 
president of the board. The president suc- 
ceeded in walking out of the room with the 
the boys, while the girls remained faithful 
to their teacher. Following this, a charge 
was filed with the president of the board 
againsi Prof. Guttery for whipping Guy Rush 
excessively, and about the sathe time he was 
arrested for battery. Without notifying other 
members of the board, President Adams sum- 
moned witnesses against the professor, not 
even notifying him that he was to have a 
hearing. The board refused to proceed on 
such a manifestly unfair basis and adjourned, 
At the nextugmeeting the witnesses against 
Prof. Guttery withdrew before testimony wes 
called for, and President Adams undertook to 
force Pref. Guttery to introduce his evidence 
before any testimony had been introduced 
against him. Another adjournment was 
taken, and the proceedings of Tuesday even- 
ing brought the affair up to date. 

There is no question as to the outcome, as 
far as the vote of the majority of the board 
is concerned.

THE CASE OF F. J. MILNER GOES 
5 TO THE JU RY. 


\ 
Reports of the City Officinis—The 
Murder Mystery Remains Un- 
solved—Young Girl Reported to 
Have Been Burned to Death 
Near Corona, 


RIVERSIDE, Dee. 15. — [Regular Coerre- 


spondence.] Arguments in the cond trial 
of F. J. Milner for the killing of J. 8. Dar- 
rah, at Snow Creek, were begun this morning 
in Judge Noyes’s court, and lasted all Gay, 
when the case went to the jury. 

Dist.-Atty. Gill made the opening address 
for the prosecution. -The remaincer of the 
morning was occupied by John G. North, 
Esq., for the defense. In the afternoon the 
courtroom was crowded by those anxicus to 
hear the closing speech for the defense made 
by Hon. Thomas Fitch, whose eloquenc’ was 
given full sway for a couple of hours. R. F. 
Bledsoe, Esq., of San Bernardino, made the 
closing address for the prosecution, after 
which the case went to the jury. 

The case bas been bitterly fought through- 
out, and unusual interest has becn man.f-sted 
in the proceedings. The shooting that re- 
sulted in the death of Darrah occurred Sep- 
tember 20 in Snow Creek Caflon. Darrah and 
Milner were neighbors, but during th’ pest 
two years had not been on friendly terms. 
The trouble was over water-rights, and dis- 
putes were frequent. On the morning of the 
day of the tragedy, Milner noticed that the 
water was running muddy in front of hs 
house. He walked over to the stieam and 
found Darrah's hired man tearing up the 
flume. He told him to desist, and the man 
did so. Milner, who was unarmed, thin re- 
turned to his house.’ Later he noticed the 
water running low in the canal ditch. He 
took his gun and went to the head <f the 
ditch. Darrah soon appeared, also armed, and 
went to the head of Miiner’s flume. Milner 
“ealled to him to let the flume alon» and git 
off his (Milner’s) property. Darrah shout.d 
back a profane answer. He then crossed the 
ditch and dropped down behind a clump of 
high grass. Milner was standing on a rock. 
about thirty yards distant. Darrah fired, and 
Milner dropped behind the rock. Twice m:re 
Darrah fired and missed. Then Milner fired 
point blank at Darrah and killed him. Mil- 
ner at once gave himself up to a Banning 
constable. He was tried a few weeks ago b°- 
fore Judge Noyes, and the jury renderd a 
verdict of murder in the second degree. A 
new trial was granted on technical grounds.

Aguilar made a motion as if to 
draw a weapon from his hip pocket, when 
Reves drew a revolver and ehot him. The 
case Will probably go to the jury tomorrow.

THE RAND ND RAILWAY. 


= be Completed to to Johannesburg 
Next Week. 


The. Rand Railway, running from 
Kramer to Johannesburg in the Rands- 
burg Mining District, will be com- 
pleted and in running order by next 
Tuesday, and on or about January 1 
an excursion from Los Angeles to the 
terminus of the road will be arranged 
at a very low rate of fare. The right- 
of-way through Johannesburg has 
been perfected by the repurchase of a 
number of town lots by the townsite 
company, and the terminal station has 
been located at the corner of the Rand 
and Panamint avenue in the center of 
the town. A two-story building will 
be erected on the corner and the gen- 
eral Offices of the railway company 
will be established therein. 

Johannesburg is the absolute termi- 
nus of the road, and ore will be 
brought to that point from the mines 
by tramways and cables. Traffic ar- 
rangements are such that the freight 
and ore teams of the Panamint dis- 
trict will ply to and from Johannesburg 
instead of Mojave. The town now has 
a stamp mill, sampling works, a hotel 
that cost $11,000 and several other 
buildings, and the completion of the 
railway is expected to stimulate build- 
ing operations. The ten-stamp mill 
four blocks from the depot is said to 
be perfect in equipment, and its capac- 
ity is to be doubled immediately. 

The town has a good _ supply of 
water, and another pumping plant to 
increase the distributing facilities has 
just been contracted for. Several prom- 
ising mines are located close to the 
town, Which seems to be on the mineral 
belt of the district. The Pinmore 
mine was offered for $7000 a few weeks 
ago, but it is now shipping forty tons 
of ore daily, and the owners say they 
would refuse $100,000 for the inten 
The G. B. mine was sold for $60,000 a 
few days ago, but a condition of the 
sale was that a deposit of $5000 should 
be made at a certain time. The deposit 
Was made a few hours later than the 
time agreed upon, and yesterday. the 
owners of the mine refused to receive 
the money and declared the trade off. 

While Johannesburg is the absolute 
terminus of the Rand Railway and 
therefore the shipping point for Rands- 
burg and all the other adjacent towns, 
it is not probable that railroad build- 
ing toward Nevada and Utah will stop 
there. The line is so situated as to be- 
come a convenient link in a system of 
which the Oregon Short Line, Union 
Pacific and Carson and Colorado roads 
may become parts. The construction 
of 400 miles of road across Nevada 
would make through connection with 
the East, and an extension of the Ter- 
minal would give the new transconti- 
nental system direct entry to Los An- 
geles and San Pedro Harbor. 

The Vanderbilts are said to be the 
owners of the Rand Railway, and their 
representatives are expected to visit 
this section soon to inspect the line and 
consider future extensions and connec- 
tions.

CATHOLIC TRUTH. 


FIRST OF A SERIES OF LECTURES 
BY BISHOP MONTGOMERY, 


Sacrifice and Its Place in ReHgton 
the Subject—AALarge Audience 
Listens to the Eminent Divine 
at the Cathedral. 


The first of a series of lectures, to be 
delivercd in his city under the auspices 
of a Catholic Truth Society, was 
given by Bishop Montgomery at. the 
cathedral last night, his subject being 
“Sacrifice, and its Place in Religion.” 

The church was crowded with an in- 
terested audience, who followed the 
reverend speaker with close attention 
throughout his discourse. 

After stating the objects of the Cath- 
olic Truth Society, namely, to be the 
plain, simple exposition of Catholic doc- 
trine and. the distribution of Catholic 
literature on subjects interesting to all, 
the bishop said he rejoiced that we 
lived in an intellectually active age, 
when all true men desife to know the 
truth, the whole truth and notning but 
the truth. 

His theory was that sacrifice is es- 
sential te a divine religion; that God 
created man for a supernatural state of 
existence, but made it conditional on 
paying Him an act of obedience that 
acknowledged the true relations be- 
tween God and his creature, namely, the 
supreme dominion of God, and the 
dependence of man upon God. 

“By sin man forfeits that supernat- 
ural destiny, and God might, in fact, 
have withdrawn His will for him even 
to be, without doing man any injustice. 
But God did not will the death of a 
sinner, but that he be converted and 
live. Hence He gave man another op- 
portunity through religion. 

“Religion then is intended to offer a 
means for man’s restoration. Religion, 
therefore, must be able to undo the 
work of sin. As sin was a negative 
of God's right over man, religion must 
contain in it that which recognizes His 
right. It must contain an act that 


man can make his own and offer 10 


God, by which to protect he does ac- 
knowledge God's supreme right to him. 
His free will and intelligence do not 
miake him independent of God, but 
make him responsible to God for his 
acts. In this religion, therefore, he 
must, by some personal act, show his 
loyalty. Prayer will not do it. Prayer 
is good, but not sufficient. Prayer, by 
its very nature, may be offered to crea- 
tures, and is often offered to them, be- 
cause it does not suppose either di- 
vinity or supremacy in the one invoked. 
A man must have something that he 
can offer to God and which he can 
offer to no one else, and it must 
be offered with that view of recogniz- 
ing supremacy In the religion then 
that is to restore man to his lost in- 
heritance, he must be able to offer to 
God that essential of religion, a sacri- 
fice. It must be a real sacrifice, not a 
symbol. The sacrifices of the old law 
were by nature and positive divine or- 
dinance symbolical; but as religion in 
the new law is the fulfillment of the 
symbols of the old, and as sacrifice is 
essential to religion at all, the sacrifice 
of the new law must be real, else we 
should be no better off than if under 
the old law still. 

“The whole point then is that the 
Christian religion, which is the perfec- 
tion of God’s will to men, must be such 
that each and all can appropriate it 
and make it work out salvation. What 
is essential to religion must be found 
there in its perfection. And as sacri- 
fice is the only act that adequately ex- 
presses man’s relation to God—his_rela- 
tions not as innocent, but as guilty—it 
must have a sacrifice that each may 
appropriate personally and offer to God, 
and thus apply the graces of redemp- 
tion.”
